The Reds themselves missed a bid at 
a third straight World Series title, 
losing the NL Western Division 
championship by 10 games to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 
The Cleveland Indians fared even 
worse, first under Frank Robinson and 
later with Jeff Torborg 
as the 
manager. Geveland was 19 games 
below .500 and 28Mi games behind the 
world champion New York Yankees.

The Geveland Browns, after a good

The Cleveland Cavaliers finished

Houston. Then the Cavs dropped a 2-1 
preliminary playoff round series to the 
Washington Capitals. 
“This season was like rowing a boat 
across the Pacific Ocean and con­ 
tinuing bailing water out,” said 
Geveland Coach Bill Fitch. 
The Geveland Barons, in their first 
season in the National Hockey League, 
were last in the Wales Conference 
Adams Division, winning only 24 of 80 
matches. The Barons were more than 
40 games behind the division-leading 
Boston Bruins. 
In the World Hockey Association, the 
Cincinnati Stingers qualified for the 
playoffs after posting a 39-37-5 record 
in the Eastern Division behind 
champion Quebec. However, the 
Indianapolis Racers took fourth 
straight from the Stingers in the 
opening playoff round. 
Among Ohio’s minor professional 
leagues, the Columbus Clippers 
celebrated their baseball return to the 
International League by drawing a 
league record of more than 457 ,000 
home fans. 
Owner A1 Savill twice left Ohio cities 
with his Owls’ International Hockey 
League franchise. Savill first switched 
from Columbus to Dayton. After 
averaging a little over 1,000 fans in

Dayton, he folded the franchise there 
in December.

Ohio was a favorite state for the 
men’s pro bowlers with Mike Berline 
beating Mike Durbin 221-205 in the 
final match of the $125,000 Tournament 
of Champions in Akron. 
John Denton beat Mike Samardzija 
204-198 in the final Toledo Open, Roy 
Buckley trimmed Jimmy Certain 227- 
193 at North Olmsted and Joe Hut­ 
chinson was first and Joey Berrardi 
second at Fairview Park in other Ohio 
pro bowling tournaments. 
In horse racing, Governor Skipper 
set little Brown Jug records with 
winning miles of 1:56 1-5 and 1:56 2-5 
for a combined 3:52 3-5 despite a sore 
mouth. 
Governor Skipper had a two-inch 
wooden splinter removed from his 
gum hours before the Delaware pacing 
classic. ‘‘Like the great horse he is, he 
overcame it,” said his driver, John 
Chapman.

The interference is cau sed by the 
p henomenon called harmonics, which 
occu rs when a freq u ency is increased 
by mu ltip les of itself.

How do y ou tell whether the CB 
transm itter or the TV set is at fau lt? 
The FCC has issu ed a new handbook 
illu strating some of the more common 
TVI p atterns and p rov iding low-cost 
home rem edies that req u ire no sp ecial 
tools or skills to ap p ly . 


And it offers su g g estions both to 
CBers and to those ex p eriencing TVI. 
It tells CBers, for instance: 
‘‘A lthou g h

to 


telev ision receiv ers, su ch p roblems 
can also be traced to CB radio trans­ 
mitters. 
"Therefore, u pon receip t of an in­ 
terference comp laint from y ou r neig h­ 
bor is), y ou shou ld take all step s 
p ossible to insu re that y ou r radio 
transm itter is not cau sing the in­ 
terference." 
The handbook then su g g ests certain 
tests to determ ine whether the CB set 
is at fau lt and, if so, rem edies to 


correct the p roblem. 
At the same tim e, the handbook 
adv ises TV owners the p roblem may 
lie within their own eq u ip ment and 
offers su g g estions "to help y ou identify 
and resolv e interference p roblems. ...

Electrically Lighted Tree 
Dates From Christmas, 1882 


MENIO PARK, N.J. (AP) — On 
New Yea r’s Ev e. 1879 . 3 ,000 peo ple 
flo o ded into this little to wn o f Menlo 
Pa rk. N.J .,to see Tho ma s Alv a Ediso n 
demo nstra te, fo r the first time in 
public, the light bulb he ha d inv ented 
o n Oct. 21 o f tha t y ea r. 
His la bo ra to ry , the streets o f Menlo 
Pa rk, a nd so me o f its ho uses were 
illumina ted by electric lights. 
This demo nstra tio n wa s fo llo wed 
just three y ea rs la ter, in 1882, when the 
wo rld’s first electrica lly lighted 
Christma s tree wa s deco ra ted. The 
ev ent to o k pla ce in the ho me o f 
Edwa rd Jo hnso n, a co llea gue o f 
Ediso n who beca me a v ice president o f 
the newly fo rmed Ediso n Electric 
Co mpa ny , a cco rding to Phillip Sny der, 
a utho r o f “ The Christma s Tree Bo o k.” 
Jo hnso n liv ed in the first squa re mile 
o f New Yo rk City , o r a ny city in the 
wo rld, to ha v e electricity . The ev ent 
wa s no t repo rted in the New Yo rk 
pa pers o f the da y but it wa s seen a nd 
reco rded by a y o ung repo rter na med 
( ro ffut fo r the Detro it Po st a nd 
Tribune, 
The sto ry he po sted bega n. “ La st 
ev ening I wa lked o v er bey o nd Fifth 
Av enue a nd ca lled a t the residence o f 
Edwa rd H. Jo hnso n, v ice president o f 
I diso n’s electric co mpa ny . There a t 
the rea r o f the bea utiful pa rlo rs, wa s a 
la rge Christma s tree representing a 
mo st picturesque a nd unca nny a spect. 
It wa s brillia ntly lighted with ma ny 
co lo red glo bes a bo ut a s la rge a s a n 
English wa lnut a nd wa s turning so me 
six times a minute o n a little pine bo x .

W eather Left Its Impact On Everyone In Ohio

The 
nation 
watched 
as 
Ohio 
struggled to survive the first seven 
weeks of 19 77. 
While much of the northeastern 
United States slowed in record low 
temperatures and record high snow, 
the weather which gripped Ohio left its 
impact on every person in the state. 
To the north, Lake Erie was frozen 
from Ohio to Canada. To the south, the 
Ohio River froze for the first time since 
19 63. 
In between, all but a handful of 
school children stayed home because 
there wasn’t enough fuel to heat their 
schools. More than one million 
workers were jobless because the fires 
of industry were banked. Scores of 
people died shoveling snow or when 
their cars skidded on icy highways. 
Ten froze to death. 
It all began last Christmas. 
After a period of relatively mild 
weather, temperatures began falling 
Christmas afternoon. By the next day, 
they were below freezing. Few 
Ohioans were to see temperatures 


above freezing for more than one 
month 
Between Jan. 10 and Feb. 9 , Ohio 
cities set 44 record lows. Dayton and 
Cincinnati recorded their lowest 
temperatures ever. Columbus missed 
the record low by one degree. 
Veteran weather watchers could 
only shake their heads. “ The con­ 
ditions we’re experiencing now are 
very, very unusual,” was the comment 
from Marvin E. Miller, meteoroligist 
in charge of the National Weather 
Service in Cleveland. 


What was to be the coldest winter in 
recorded Ohio history actually began 
in early autumn. October, November 
and December all were colder than 
normal. But Ohioans did not really 
begin to know what was in store for 
them until Jan. 9 . 


On that date, a strong winter storm 
- the first of many — moved across 
the state. Temperatures plunged and 
as much as one foot of snow blanketed 
the state. Jan. 13 saw record lows 
across Ohio and the first death of the 
winter directly attributed to the

(Q.) I am still carrying my National 
Service Life Insurance from World 
War II. However if 1 remember 
correctly, my first wife was named as 
beneficiary and we are now divorced. I 
have requested in my current will, that 
my present wife get all insurance 
money. Will this be sufficient to get the 
National Service live Insurance for 
my second wife? 
(A.) No, it will not. Regardless of 
what your will reads, if your V A in­ 
surance records show your first wife 
as beneficiary, even though you are 
divorced, she gets the money if you 
precede her in death. I would suggest 
that you complete a new Change of 
Beneficiary immediately. 
(Q.) I was told the other day, that a 
veteran who is totally 
and per­ 
manently disabled is entitled to free 
hunting and fishing license. Is this 
true? 
(A.) It is true as far as it goes, but it 
does not go far enough. A veteran who 
is totally and permanently disabled is 
not entitled to the free hunting and 
fishing license unless he is receiving 
benefits from the VA. These benefits 
must be total non service connected 
pension, or 100 percent service con­ 
nected compensation. 
(Q.) I desire to file a claim with the 
VA for total non service connected 
pension. Does my wife’s income from 
employment count against me? 
(A.) Your wife’s income from em­ 
ployment will not count against you. 
However, if she has income from any 
other source in addition to income 
from employment, then that from the 
other sources will count against you. 


(Q.) I am over 72 years old, and no 
longer have to complete the annual 
income questionnaire. However, I had 
a lot of medical expenses this year. Is 
it possible to turn these unreimbursed 
medical expenses over to the VA, and 
still get an adjustment on my pension 
benefits? 


Indiana Teachers 
Retirem ent In Debt 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The state- 
financed retirement fund for public 
school teachers is $1.5 billion in debt, 
according to John Miller, the executive 
secretary of the fund. 


(A.) It definitely is. However, un­ 
like when we turned in the lump sum 
unreimbursed medical expenses on the 
annual income questionnaire, we must 
now break them down for the VA. And, 
we can secure the same type of ad­ 
justment that any veteran or widow 
would get. 
(Q.) Does the issuance of certificate 
of eligibility guarantee approval of a 
GI loan? 
(A.) 
No. 
In addition to being 
declared eligible for a GI loan based on 
the Veterans period of service, the 
applicant must meet the requirements 
of the governing law in respect to in­ 
come and credit. The governing law 
requires that the applicant’s income 
must have a proper relation to the 
terms of repaying the loan and other 
expenses. This means that the 
veteran’s income must be sufficient to 
meet the anticipated 
mortgage 
payments on the loan, take care of 
other obligations and expenses and 
have an adequate amount remaining 
to support the veteran and dependents. 
The applicant must be a satisfactory 
credit risk. 


weather. A Mansfield man froze to 
death in his home. 
More records fell Jan. 16 and 17. On 
Jan. 17, a man was found frozen to 
death in an Akron yard. 
The winter reached its lowest depths 
on the last weekend in January. 
On Thursday, Jan. 2 7, a grayvisaged 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes addressed 
newsmen: 
“ Announcements this afternoon by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., Cincinnati 
Gas A Electric Co., the Dayton Power 
and light Co. and the West Ohio Gas 
Company that they have requested the 
virtual shutdown of gas service to 
industries and large commerical 
customers including some schools ... 
has created a drastic new situation ... 
These announcements are coupled 
with severe weather warning forecasts 
... Temperatures in Ohio for the next 
several days are expected to reach 
well below zero.” 
The governor’s official proclamation 
of an energy crisis could not have been 
more prophetic. 
The next day, a howling blizzard 
paralyzed Ohio. State workers were 
sent home and Rhodes urged all 
businesses to shut down. 
Winds hit 60 mph in parts of Ohio 
with heavy snows and temperatures 
far below zero. Five men froze to death 
in their stranded car near Fostoria A 
woman died trying to walk three miles 
to her home in Milan. A Pataskala 
woman apparently walked into the 
cold in her sleep. Her body was found 
outside her home. 
Subzero temperatures the last day of 
January took the life of a Steubenville 
man who froze to death in his home. 
Temperature records fell into mid- 
February. The weather pattern one 
weather service official described as 
“ more intense than anything we’ve 
seen — perhaps unprecedented” did 
not relax its grip until the third week in 
February, when temperatures finally 
eased into the 40s. 
By early March, the weather had 
done a turnabout and temperatures 
climbed to record highs. In all, there 
were 2 2 record highs in March and no 
new lows. 
In early March, Marvin Miller made 
a cautious prediction. The Cleveland 
meteorologist said temperatures tend 
to average out over a calendar year. 
To compensate for the winter, the 
summer would be warmer, he said. 
And more warmth meant more sun­ 
shine and fewer summer storms. 


Ohio spent a relatively quiet season 
There were scattered wind storms and 
tornadoes in March, April and May. A 
March storm took the life of a Putnam 
County man who was impaled when 
tree limbs crashed through his car’s 
windshield. In April, lightning killed a 
lake Erie fisherman in Huron County. 
June 30 reminded Ohioans they are 
in tornado alley. In a five-hour period 
that evening, Ohio was hit by a dozen 
tornadoes, heavy thunderstorm s, 
lightning and strong winds. Twisters 
raked across the northern part of the 
state, causing millions of dollars in 
damage. Many of the touchdowns were 
in rural areas, but one tornado hit 
residential sections and the business 
afeaS 
A July rainstorm claimed the life of 
a woman who was washed away from 
her stalled car south of Canton. The 
following month, two men were killed 
by lightning in storms in Tuscarawas 
and L u cas counties. 
An August 
thunderstorm pelted Clermont and 
Brown counties with golf ball-sized 
hail, causing dam age 
to 
crops 
estimated at $1 million. 
The state’s final bout of the year with 
summer storms came Oct. 1 when 
tornadoes and heavy thunderstorms 
struck southwestern and northwestern 
Ohio, two of them in Cincinnati. 
la te autumn brought a few record

snowstorms hit northern and central 
Ohio during early December, followed 
by moderating temperatures. 
Meteorologists are unanimous m 
their agreement that this winter will 
not be a repeat of last.

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Schools Faced Financial Crisis 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
schools in 1977 faced the most severe 
financial crisis in the history of the 
state 
Troubles had been forecast by many 
school 
superintendents. 
They 
materialized at the beginning of the 
school year when the 1.492-pupil Scioto 
Valley I-ocal district was forced to 
delay opening until voters passed a 
school levy Sept 6. 
As the weeks passed districts large 
and small buckled under the weight of 
bills they couldn’t pay. Fourteen 
others were forced to close, including 
the fourth largest district in the state 
- the 54,000-pupil Toledo city district. 
The state's largest system, the 
112.000-pupil 
Cleveland 
district, 
became entangled in conflicting court 
orders as it struggled to stay open with 
a depleted bank account A last minute 
temporary change in the state law 
gave access to more money 
by 
allowing the district to borrow for 1977 
operations against potential 1978 
revenues. 
Voters in seven of the closed districts 
enabled classes to reopen before the 
year ended by passing levies. 
In Monroeville I>ocal district voters 
passed a levy Oct. 13 after a week-long 
closing. In Southern I/>cal in Meigs 
County classes were dismissed from 
Oct. 7 to Oct. 25 when a levy passed 
The Toledo and Nelsonville-York 
districts closed Oct. 28 but reopened 
after levies were approved Nov. 8. 
On Dec. 14, voters in the West 
Muskingum l/>cal, Blanchester Ix>cal 
and Fairlawn districts passed levies 
and reopened schools that had been 
shut down since Nov. 3, Nov. 23, and 
Dec. i, respectively. 
With only four days of classes left for 
1977, the 4,700-pupil Medina school 
system, faced with a $500,000 deficit, 
and decided to close until January. 


Nearly 50 school districts had asked 
the state auditor to review their books 
l>eeause they were afraid funds would 
run out before 1977 ended. 


Meanwhile, the roof began to 
crumble on the state’s funding method 
for education After a year-long trial, a 
judge in Cincinnati ruled Dec. 5 that 
the state funding formula was un­ 
constitutional. 


Clinton County Common Pleas 
Judge 
Paul 
E. 
Riley, sitting 
in 
Hamilton 
County, 
gave the 
Ohio 
legislature until July 1, 1978. to come 
up with a new funding plan 


The lawsuit which led to the decision 
was filed by the Cincinnati Board of 
Education which argued that the Ohio 
funding formula discriminate? against 
urban districts. The judge agreed with 
the Cincinnati board that the funding 
system causes a wide disparity in the 
amount of money districts spend on 
each student. 


He said the system, which grants 
districts more money if they pass 
additional levies, violated the Ohio 
Constitution and denied the state’s 2 
million 
school 
children 
equal 
protection under the law. 


The state Board of Education 
» 
quickly called for appeal of the ruling 
» 
partly to buy time for review of the 
$ 
state’s funding system. 


" I think that in light of the fact that 
we have had 14 school districts closed 
in Ohio this fall because of financing, 
the urgency to look at the equal yield 
program is of the utmost importance,” 
state 
Superintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction Franklin B. Walter said. “ I 
believe adjustments can be made in it 
by the General Assembly to meet the 
needs 
of 
districts to 
maintain 
educational progress.” 


According to Ohio’s equal yield 
formula, each district is guaranteed 
$960 annually to spend for education of 
each child. Theoretically, if a district 
levies at least 20 mills in local property 
taxes and does not receive $960 per 
pupil through that taxation, the state 
makes up the difference. Districts 
which don’t levy at least 20 mills don’t 
qualify for state aid. 
The problem is that the state does 
not have enough money to fully fund- 
the formula, Roger Lulow, Ohio 
Department of Education executive 
director for adminstration, said. 


The state is providing only 46 per­ 
cent of the amount guaranteed by the 
formula. 


“ The equal yield formula has the 
potential of providing the fair and 
equitable funding of schools,” Lulow 
said. 
But other state officials weren t so 
sure. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes is on record 
as opposing the equal yield formula. 
It’s “ a reward for higher taxes, 
he 
said, adding “ it’s going to take a 
constitutional amendment to let the 
legislature help the poor school 
districts.” 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-New Boston, and Senate Majority 
loader Oliver Ocasek, D-Akron, both 
have said they will start hearings at 


the beginning of the year on a plan 
proposed by Rep. John Johnson, D- 
Qrrville, which calls for sweeping 
changes in the finance system to take 
emphasis away from property taxes 
and put it on income taxes 
Meanwhile, committees have been 
appointed to study the financing mess 
and 
consultants 
are 
offering 
suggestions. 
At Rhodes’ request, a privately 
funded Council for Cost Control is 
conducting an independent analysis of 
Ohio education problems. 
The state school superintendent 
appointed a study committee on school 
funding last April which is scheduled 
to make a report in January. 
Frederick D. Stocker, professor of 
economics and business at Ohio State 
University, said Ohio must revamp its 


whole school financing structure^ He 
said “ peculiar features” of the state 
constitution and law are the root of the 


* The foremost problem of financially 
troubled districts is an inadequate tax 
base, said Dr. 
Bruce Gensemer, 
chairman of the economics depart­ 
ment at Kenyon College, who is con­ 
sidered an expert in government 
financing. A major problem facing the 
legislature is the relationship of local 
and state funding, he added. 
As the new year begins all Ohio 
schools will be on at least temporary 
solid footing. New tax revenues 
become available with the new year 
and those schools that were closed will 
reopen. 
. . .. 
But it remains to be seen what the 
fall of 1978 will bring.

LOS AN GELES (A P) — Hurricane- 
force winds that spawned two days of 
destruction throughout California 
subsided and light rain began to turn 
the dust-covered debris into muddy 
wreckage today. 
At least nine people died in accidents 
and fires caused by the wind storm 
Tuesday and Wednesday, authorities 
said. 
The storm caused widespread crop 
damage, with damage to Southern 
California's avocado crop alone 
estimated at $5 million to $10 million, 
the California Avocado Advisory 
Council said. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. declared 
a state of emergency in the tiny San 
Joaquin Valley farming community of 
Arvin and in Humboldt County in 
Northern California. 
Nearly 65,000 of Humboldt County’s 
100,000 homes had their electricity 
knocked out by giant redwoods that 
were sent crashing down on homes and 
power lines and across highways. 
Two people were killed when one of 
the trees fell on their car. 
Most of the thousands of people 
stranded on Interstate 5 — the main 
artery through the center of the state 
— had made their way to safety by 
Wednesday night, a highway patrol 
spokesman said. 
The National Weather Service said 
the low-pressure system that started 
all the trouble by sucking air from a 
high-pressure area over Nevada was 
still hovering 300 miles off the Nor­ 
thern California coast.

Long StrlkeJEnds 


ELWObD, Ind. (A P) — A violence- 
punctuated, 8 Mi-month strike, one of 
Indiana’s longest and most bitter in 
years, has ended with United Auto 
Workers ratifying a three-year con­ 
tract with Essex International’s 
Elwood plant. 
Strikers voted 7044 Wednesday to 
accept virtually the same 61-cent 
hourly wage increase offered by the 
company when the walkout began 
April 6, but distributed differently over 
the life of the contract. 
It was the sixth time strikers voted 
on a proposed contract. 
Essex negotiator Frank L. Gallucci 
said the agreement, effective with 
ratification, calls for a 44-cent raise 
the first year, nine cents the second 
year and eight cents the third. The 
base wage under the old contract was 
$2.76 an hour. 


are the result of good yields for the 1976 
crop which is mostly sold in 1977 and 
fairly high grain prices early in the 
year. “ Com prices were relatively 
decent, provided farmers sold com 
before late summer and soybean 
prices were the best ever," he said. 
Part of the price problem was over­ 
reaction. 
Corn 
prices 
fell 
unrealistically to $1.50 per bushel in 
August, while soybeans hit $9 per 
bushel in the spring. 


Even though the bottom fell out of 
the com and wheat markets, every 
major Ohio farm production sector 
was strong in 1977, except for cattle. 
Dairymen and hog farmers seemed to 
do best — cattlemen worst. And, 
although farmers lost money on their 
wheat crops, it is at best a secondary 
crop in Ohio. Com, far more im­ 
portant, recovered to better than $2 
per bushel. 
Low grain prices are much on the 
mind of the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation’s C. William Swank. But he 
singled out the federal farm bill ap­ 
proved in 1977 to illustrate what he 
sees 
as

Department 
of 
Agriculture shift toward consumers — 
a trend about which many farm 
organizations are concerned. 


‘‘The farm bill passed this year 
started off with the word ‘food’ for the 
first time in history,” Swank said. 
“ Carol Foreman 
(USDA assistant 
secretary and a strong consumer 
advocate) is for the first time telling 
people what they should eat and in 
what quantities they should eat it.” 
This was also the year 
when 
property tax adjustments, designed to 
tax farm land on agricultural use 
rather than market value, had 
widespread impact. Swank, whose 
organization strongly supported the 
tax law changes, said farm ers 
probably saved $6 per acre in property 
taxes. 
Swank said a significant change 


from previous years is the leveling off 
of land values in rural areas. “ They 
may have even decreased a little,” he 
said. 
In the General Assembly, attention 
was riveted on bills concerning state 
employee bargaining and education. 
But, several important agricultural- 
related bills are pending in the 
legislature at year-end. 
Most important is H.B. 513, which 
seeks to curb stream pollution by 
limiting the amount of sediment and 
other 
agricultural 
run-off 
into 
streams. 
The bill divided farmers in the state. 
An attempt to headoff expected federal 
controls, H.B. 513 was drafted by a 
technical advisory board composed in 
part of farmers. 
Ohio agriculture Director John 
Stackhouse, 
perhaps 
its

vehement opponent, says the bill 
would eventually lead to government 
control of farm land. The bill was is in 
the Senate in mid-December after 
having 
enforcement 
provisions 
removed in the House. 
A bill regulating bargaining between 
growers and food processors ran into 
stiff opposition in the General 
Assembly from large food processors 
and labor groups. 
Key provisions of this bill, making it 
unlawful for a processor to attempt to 
destroy a producer group, have been 
deleted. In the words of one farm 
lobbyist, “ The bill, as it stands now, 
simply requires processors to bargain 
with an organization of producers. I 
think we’ll get back some assurance 
that the processors won’t be able to act 
to destroy

lx)oking ahead, it appears 1978 will 
closely match 1977 
for most 
of 
agriculture. Grain farm ers w ill 
probably plant a little less com and a 
little more soybeans. 
Cattlemen, who have suffered 
through three bad years, are expected 


to make some money since a large 
over-production has worked itself out 
of the system. 
Dairymen will probably have a third 
straight year of good income, despite 
over-production of milk brought on, in 
part, by high federal subsidies.

making excellent profits until late in 
the year 
when economists are 
predicting production increases large 
enough to reduce profits to about 
breakeven levels. 
Ohio farm economists don’t look for 
farm production costs to increase 
dramatically. 
Fertilizer prices, which declined due 
to increased production in 1977, are 
expected to increase by up to 5 per­ 
cent. 
Pesticides also declined about 8 
percent because of a 20 percent in­ 
crease in production. These prices are 
expected to increase by up to 3 per­ 
cent. 
Fuel prices, which increased most m 
1977, are expected to increase 8-10 
percent (for gasoline). Despite spot 
shortages in 1977, the supply situation 
appears good. 
Due to transport and labor charges 
after the food leaves the farm, con­ 
sumer prices are more difficult to 
predict. For the first time, in 1977 
consumers paid more for labor than 
for other costs of producing food.

Practice makes perfect, even for a 
vulture. Keepers at the Cincinnati Zoo 
this year had a vulture practice egg- 
sitting with a hard-boiled egg. Once the 
male yellow-headed vulture got it 
right, zoo officials had it hatch a duck 
egg and then babysit for two ducklings. 
The vulture helped show the baby 
ducks how to eat properly and the 
babies accepted the vulture as their 
protector. 
It was terror in the coops for 
Chardon area chickens this year until 
deputies nabbed the alleged culprits 
who spirited four hens from a coop. 
When stopped at a road block, the car 
carrying the supposed bird stealers 
was also filled with four of the 
purloined poultry flapping madly 
about. 
Rush hour on Interstate 75 in Cin­ 
cinnati is bad at best and quickly got 
worse when 40 head of cattle got loose 
when the truck they were in collided 
with a car in October. The animals 
bolted from the scene. Fifteen of them 
halted in their break for freedom to 
nibble a snack from the garden of Mrs.

Ohio’s natural gas suppliers went 
into last winter facing a collective 21.6 
percent shortage of the fuel even if the 
weather had proved normal.

October, not even considered a part 
of the winter heating season, was 66

average. December, when the big 
snows began falling, stayed in step at 
22 percent below normal. January was 
the same 
Toward the end of that month, many 
state officials now admit, they feared 
homes would lose gas service with 
temperatures refusing to budge above 
the 10 degrees below zero mark 
The supply problems, combined with 
record low temperatures predicted for 
the weekend of Jan. 27, forced Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes to declare a crisis: 
"Announcements this afternoon 
(Jan. 27) by Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
Inc., Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co., the 
Dayton Power and Light Co and the 
West Ohio Gas Company that they 
have requested the virtual shutdown of 
gas service to industries and large 
commerical customers including some 
schools ... has created a drastic new 
situation ... ,” Rhodes said. 
“ These announcements are coupled 
with severe weather warning forecasts 
... Temperatures in Ohio for the next 
several days are expected to reach 
well below zero. Some forecasters 
have said this could be one of the 
coldest weekends in Ohio’s history." 
The weather wasn’t far from 
moderating, but the coldsnap and gas 
shortage already had taken their toll 
and would be felt well into March. 
Some estimates show Ohioans spent 
(1 billion more last winter to heat their 
homes than they had the winter before 
— a milder than normal season. 
Ohio had the largest jump of any in 


unemployment claims last January 
when 51 percent more workers filed for 
benefits than in 1976, Ohio State 
University researchers said. 
Schools were closed for weeks, but 
the Columbus district won national 
attention for the success of its schools- 
athome program. 
Thousands of workers were off the 
job from a day to weeks, as industries 
used up all their natural gas allot­ 
ments. Many stores shortened hours 
and lost profits 
With this winter, forecasters are 
predicting colder than normal weather 
again, but say the likelihood of a 
repeat of last season is 30-1 in our 
favor. 
Meanwhile, all the state’s natural 
gas companies, after heavy criticism 
for their performance last winter, say 
supplies are better this winter and 
have promised no curtailments. 
But they admit problems will 
reappear should the temperatures 
drop to 10 per cent below normal for 
extended periods.

ISM AIL! A, Egypt (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat conceded today that his 
Christmas day summit with Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin could 
be a failure. But he prayed for peace at 
a mosque on the banks of the Suez 
Canal. 
Expectations are high in Egypt and 
Israel that the two leaders can lay the 
foundation 
for 
fast-moving 
negotiations that will end the 29-year- 
old Middle East conflict. 
Israeli sources say Begin is bringing 
a new, still-secret proposal to the 
summit that should stimulate progress 
on the Palestinian issue. 
“It is a new plan and contains new 
thinking,” the sources said. “We ex­ 
pect to make progress on the 
Palestinian Arab issue after Sunday. 
As Sadat emerged from today’s 
prayers, he was asked if despite the 
euphoria the summit could fail. 
“Maybe, why not,” Sadat replied. 
“Maybe, because there is, you see, a 
most important fact, this is that we 
shall be very candid, and we shall be 
putting everything on the table, at 
least from my side. 
“After that I am responsible to tell 
my people what had happened,” he 
added. 
Sadat declared he hoped the historic 
meeting with the Israeli prime 
minister could keep negotiations 
going. “I would always like to see the 
peace process in momentum. After the 
meeting we shall be in a position to tell 
what the next step in the peace process 
will be.” 
Asked whether he expected to see 
Israel withdraw from the occupied 
West Bank of the Jordan River, Sadat

said: “For sure, the land occupied 
after 1967, and this is not a concession 
from the Israeli side at all. It is our 
land.” 
Israeli and Egyptian officials at the 
Cairo conference, which recessed 
Thursday for the weekend, say the 
major stumbling block thus far has 
been the Arab demand for an Arab 
Palestinian state made up of the West 
Bank of the Jordan River and the Gaza 
Strip. 
A ranking Egyptian official said 
Sadat received signs of Israeli 
flexibility from Israeli Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizman, who met with 
him Tuesday and Wednesday, and 
from President Carter after his 
meeting with Begin in Washington last 
week. 
Begin told reporters in Jerusalem 
that his proposals, which his cabinet 
approved Thursday, constitute a 
negotiating position “and we will be 
ready to listen to counter-proposals.” 
He said it was possible “something 
will be signed” at his meeting with 


Sadat in Ismailia, on the Suez Canal. 
But he said he thought it more likely 
the negotiations would continue for “a 
few months.” 
He said he would propose setting up 
working committees to work on details 
of a peace agreement. 
The prime minister in television 
interviews last weekend said his peace 
proposals include autonomy for the 
Arabs living in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip but with Israel continuing 
to station troops along the Jordan 
River. This would ring the autonomous 
areas with Israeli forces, and Sadat 
said this was unacceptable. 
There have also been indications 
that Sadat and Begin might agree 
Sunday on a third Sinai disengagement 
agreement, withdrawing Israeli troops 
from most of that part of the Egyptian 
territory they still occupy. But both 
Israeli and Egyptian sources at the 
Cairo conference said this is not likely, 
and 87 county boards of education, was 
reported today by State Auditor 
Thomas E. Ferguson.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States hopes the Cairo talks between 
Egypt and Israel will produce 
agreement on basic principles for 
attracting more participants to the 
peace discussions, a senior State 
Department official says. 
Once other countries have agreed to 
participate, the talks would move to 
Geneva for negotiations on the specific 
issues outlined in the statement of 
broad principles, the official said. 
It may be possible, the official said, 
for the Cairo talks to produce the set of 
principles within several weeks. 
The official said Jordan’s King 
Hussein supports the peace efforts and 
eventually will join the talks, while 
Syria’s President Hafez Assad “is 
going to sit on the sidelines and watch 
and see what happens. He’s keeping 
his options open.” 
The 
official, 
who 
requested 
anonymity, also made these points in a 
background briefing for reporters: 
—American and Soviet negotiators 
are making steady progress in Geneva 
on strategic arms limitation talks. 
“The progress is ... not stalled in any 
way.” 
—The administration believes the 
Panama Canal treaty will be approved 
by the Senate within the first three 
months of 1978. 
On the Middle East, the official 
cautioned against expectations for 
major 
developments 
from 
the 
Christmas Day meeting between 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and Egytpian President Anwar 
Sadat. 
He said the two leaders will be 
dealing with political and substantive 
issues and, inevitably, will have dif­ 
ferences. Even so, he said, “It’s very 
important they do sit down face to face 
and continue what they started.” 
The official said Begin views his 
proposal for Palestinian self-rule on 
the West Bank as “an interim step — 
not the end of the road.” 
Begin won unanimous approval 
Thursday from his cabinet for his 
peace plan. He told reporters it is a 
negotiating position and that he is 
willing to listen to counterproposals. 
Begin reportedly plans to present 
Sadat with a proposal calling for self- 


rule for the Palestinian Arabs in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip, but also 
calling for the continued presence of 
Israeli troops. Sadat said on Wed­ 
nesday he would not accept an Israeli 
military presence on the West Bank. 
The senior State Department official 
indicated that Begin's plan would 
allow for some Palestinian refugees to 
settle on the West Bank. 
He said Begin’s proposal would 
cover “those who would be there, or, 
under a worked out immigration 
scheme would come into the area.”

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Ford Enjoys Retirem ent — Som etim es 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jerry Ford 
was reflecting on retirement the other 
night, and saying he likes it a lot. 
Sometimes. 
The skiing at Vail is super, 72 inches 
of snow beckoning Ford and his family 
for the holidays. 
And President Carter will be 
spending his New Year’s at work, on 
an overseas mission, all business. 
There’s not much snow in Riyadh; 
mostly sand. 
Sometimes, Ford said, he wonders 
who really won. 
Carter did. 


And off the platform, Ford sounds a 
bit more wistful about it. Vail may be 
more fun than Tehran or New Delhi, 
but Ford, at 64, is not ready to call it a 
career. 
Not that he’s necessarily going to 
run again; the odds would appear to be 
heavily against it. But he doesn’t say 
no, just maybe. And whatever hap­ 
pens, he obviously intends to have a lot 
to say about who does run for the 
Republican Party in 1980. 


“I want a good candidate, and at this 
stage, I am not going to pass judgment 
on who is and who isn’t.” But Ford 
certainly sounds as though he figures 
he’d be in the right category if he 
decided to have another go. 
Whatever the glories of retirement, 
on a presidential, congressional and 
military pension and other benefits 
that add up to at least $102,000 a year, 
Ford still looks back at what might 


have been. 
He looks at the breaks that could 
have made him president by election 
instead of former president-by- 
appointment. 
“If the election had been a week 
later ...,’’ he said. “We got some good 
economic statistics within a week or IO 
days after the election.” 
Then there was his pardon of 
Richard M. Nixon, his gaffe over 
Soviet forces in Poland, the damage 
done by charges of financial im­ 
propriety, proven wrong but not until 
they had loomed over the campaign for 
two difficult weeks. 
And in the end it was so close, so 
close that it’s hard to tell which of a 
dozen things might have turned the 
outcome the other way. 
Actually, the post-election economic 
reports weren’t all that good. 
Unemployment was up one-tenth of a 
point, to 7.9 percent. The wholesale 
price index went up .6 percent. Con­ 
sumer prices rose .3 percent, the 
smallest increase in seven months. 
There is an echo of Hubert H. 
Humphrey, who tried so often and lost 
so narrowly in 1968, in Ford’s look back 
at the final days of the 1976 campaign. 
It is not the analysis of an elder 
statesman content to retire for good. 
Ford said he has logged 200,000 
miles, to 23 states, since he left the 
White House. 
He ticks off his 
Republican fundraising missions, says 
there will be more. “I intend to keep it 
up, helping candidates particularly in 
any way I can, without being a can­ 


didate myself.’ 
Without being a candidate in 1978, 
that is. The real campaign comes two 
years later, when Carter will be up for 
re-election. 
“I’m certainly not going to make any 
decision until 1979,” said Ford. 
Ford is trim, tanned, relaxed and 
apparently ready to take on Carter 
economics, energy and other policies 
in the offyear campaign. 
He’s at odds with his party’s con­ 
servatives on the Panama Canal 
treaty, and as far as he is concerned, if 
a would-be candidate wants to build a 
1980 platform on opposition to that

Celebrating A Birth 


If the time should come 
when the Christian faith is 
weak in the world, one story 
will remain strong in the 
hearts of people everywhere: 
The legend of Jesus’ birth. 
Even in skeleton outline, the 
story is beautiful and tender. 
Its power over the emotions of 
mankind will not die as long as 
children are born and love 
endures. 
Once a dictator lived who 
decreed a tax on all the men of 


the world, each in his own 
home town. Joseph walked 
back to Bethlehem with his 
young wife, Mary, in whom the 
child stirred. 
There was no room in the 
inn, so Joseph and Mary slept 
in the barn. And there in a 
manger, with the warm cattle 
around them, the child was 
born. 
Wise men from distant 
lands, led by a great star to 
that obscure manger, bowed 


down and humbly offered their 
sweet and costly gifts. Beside 
them stood shepherds with the 
gift of wonder. 
An angel had brought them 
the tidings in the starry 
darkness. And a heavenly 
chorus sang for their ears: 
“Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace, good will 
toward men.” 
On Christmas day that story 
is celebrated. On other days its 
inspiration is ours to live by. 


The Good Doctor 


Jack Mickley sipped the beer in 
defiance of intensive care and com­ 
posed his hands on his chest. He dozed. 
The left ventricle of his heart exploded 
and Dr. John Hoke Mickley was gone. 
No pain. No regrets. 
The news seeped from Florida to 
Pennsylvania. A great pathologist had 
departed. He was also a precise and 
profound intellectual. He had more 
understanding and mercy for the 
human condition than any man I knew. 
He had scorn for physicians who 
were less than completely dedicated to 
the healing art. He poked fun at some . 
“A psychiatrist knows all and does 
nothing,” he said, giggling. “ A 
surgeon knows nothing and does all. A 
dermatologist knows nothing and does 
nothing. 
A 
pathologist 
knows 
everything a day too late.” 
Death, he felt, was libeled as an 
fearful enemy. It was God’s reward, 
His personal sanction, for the 
chronically weary. His first brush with 
it occurred when he was IO. 
He was a schoolboy in Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania. An army post was 
nearby. Deadly influenza swept the 
world in 1918. Mickley, returning from 
school each afternoon, heard the army 
band. They came up the hill playing a 
dirge. Behind the sun-flashing in­ 
struments were wagons laden with 
pine boxes. 
A stiff-spined young lieutenant sat a 
horse riding up and down the flanks. It 
was his duty to escort dead soldiers to 
the railroad station. Each day there 
was a fresh parade, newer boxes. The 
same lieutenant. 
One day there was no music. The 
band was in the boxes. The lieutenant 
sat his horse. Mickley asked an army 
sergeant the name of the gallant 
horseman. “A kid lieutenant from 
West Point,” he said. “Dwight D. 
Eisenhower.” 
Mickley volunteered for the 82nd 
Airborne in World War II. Why? “I 
wanted an orchestra seat for the war,” 
he said. Mickley was flying toward 
Sicily in a big plane when the U.S. 
Navy mistook the planes overhead for 
Nazis. A shell fragmented through the 
floorboards and reduced the bones of 
both feet to something akin to talcum 
powder. 
Doctors remember him flying 
around the corridors of Hollywood 
Memorial Hospital in an electric 
wheelchair with a funny wool hat 
covering his shoe brush haircut. His 
secretary, 
Grace 
Anderson, 
remembers that he and his beloved 
Esther built a beautiful home on the 
edge of Port Everglades harbor. 
The upper floor was a huge room 
with floor to ceiling books. His jokes 
were gentle. He pointed to three skulls. 
“The large one is Pancho Villa. The 
smaller one is Pancho Villa as a young 
man.

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Winter inevitably brings with it the 
upper respiratory infections and the 
annoying, persistent chronic cough. 
It’s a temptation for anyone with a 
slight cough to buy one of the over-the- 
counter medicines with the hope that 
the product, even though haphazardly 
chosen, may be the answer to that 
cough. 
Sometimes they work. In other in­ 
stances, the cough may be totally 
unaffected. 
A cough simply means that there is 
some irritation along the entire 
respiratory airway. This includes the 
throat, the pharynx, the larynx, the 
bronchial tubes and the lungs. 
An infection, or inflammation, of the 
lining of the breathing apparatus can 
initiate the cough reflex. Tobacco 
smoke, your own or someone else’s, 
fumes from harsh chemicals, and 
allergies can also be responsible for 
some variety of coughs. 
Actually, tile cough mechanism is a 
remarkable safety device, probably 
one of the most important protective 
mechanisms in the body. When any 
irritant is present along the air 
passages a signal is sent to the cough 
center in the brain. From there, 
further signal is sent to the lungs, to 
the diaphragm and to the muscles of 
the chest, telling them that an ex­ 
plosive cough is needed to get rid of the 
offending irritant. 
A cough can be productive or non­ 
productive. The “productive” cough 
simply means that mucus and pus, 
caused by infection, is being cleared 
from the respiratory tract. The “non­ 
productive” cough is a dry, hacking 
one, without any associated secretions. 
Frequently, a non-productive cough 
will change into a productive one as 
the condition progresses. 
It is apparent, therefore, that not all 
medications can be used for all coughs. 
Some drugs are needed to stimulate or 
loosen a cough. Other medicines are 
used to “dry up” the secretions. In 
other instances, the cough center in the 
brain itself can be directly treated with 
specific drugs.

Crime Down 
In Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
first statewide Uniform Crime Report 
shows crime in the state was 5.6 
percent lower than the national 
average in 1976. 
Attorney General William J. Brown, 
who released the report Thursday, 
said the statistics will “be of im­ 
measurable help” to Ohio’s peace 
officers. 
“The police departments, sheriff 
and other law enforcement agencies 
will be able to see where they should be 
concentrating their efforts by looking 
at the figures in this report,” Brown 
said in a news release. 
The data will be forwarded to the 
FBI for use in the agency’s national 
uniform crime report, Brown said. 
The report compared state-gathered 
statistics with the previous year’s FBI 
crime statistics to determine that 
murder, robbery, burglary and auto 
theft 
decreased, 
while 
rapes, 
aggravated assaults and larcenies 
increased. 
According to the report, murders in 
Ohio were down 9.5 percent last year, 
robberies down 17 percent, burglaries 
down 5.9 percent and auto thefts down 
11.8 percent. 
But rapes were up 1.3 percent, 
aggravated assaults up 10.3 percent 
and larcenies up 5.3 percent. 
Dayton had the highest crime rate in 
1976 among cities of 100,000 persons or 
more, followed by Toledo and 
Cleveland. Dayton’s crime rate was 
12,384.5 crimes per 100,000, while 
Toledo’s was 8,642.8 per 100,000 and 
Cleveland’s was 8,273.6 per 100,000. 
Other cities listed by Brown and 
their rates per 100,000 persons were 
Akron, 7,946.2 crimes; Columbus, 
7,763.2; 
Cincinnati, 
7,340.2; 
Youngstown, 6,475.4; and Canton, 
5.597.2

Cleveland Cavaliers’ 112-100 victory 
over the New York Knicks Thursday 
night. 
needing seven points to make 15,000, 
came out shooting and scored eight in 
the first quarter.

Memorial Chimes — 8,825 pounds of 
the finest bronze bells dedicated to 
“the Freedom and Liberty of 
Mankind.” 
Our reddish-stone Courthouse, with 
marble interior walls, accepted by the 
County January 4, IWO, is recognized 
far and wide as today’s symbol of 
Circleville. But its construction came 
only after great controversy and 
struggle. 
Pickaway County’s first Courthouse 


was the well-known octagon-shaped 
brick building in the center of the city’s 
original circular layout. The octagon 
Courthouse was tom down in 1841, soon 
after the city started to square the 
circle. 
A new site was purchased at the 
corner of Court and Franklin Streets 
and a beautiful Courthouse was built in 
1845-47 with Corinthian columns, an

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Materialism Is What Christmas Is About 
Use The Classifieds

NEW YORK (AP) - Complaints 
often are made that Christmas has 
become too materialistic. But that’s 
basically what it’s all about — the 
highest exaltation of matter, of human 
flesh. 
“And the Word became flesh and 
dwelt among us, full of grace and 
truth,” the Gospel of John says. 
It declares the world’s greatest 
potentiality in bodily form, in the stuff 
of earth, in the common clay of organic 
elements, in breath and birth and the 
first cry of a new child. 
As the late theologian-United Church 
of Christ leader, the Rev. Dr. Truman 
Douglass, often stressed, “Christianity 
is the 
most 
materialistic 
of 
all 
religions.” 
It is the only faith that asserts the 
incarnation — the manifestation of 
God’s will and way for humanity in a 
human being, the man Jesus, in the 
blood and sinews that compose all 
peoples. 


He was “made like his brethren in 
every respect,” says Hebrews 2:17. 


While 
he 
also 
is 
regarded 
as 
possessed of the very heart and pur­ 
poses of God, it is the plain physical 
nature of Jesus, partaking of the pains, 
sorrows, struggles and needs of our 
humankind, that give Christianity its 
special materialistic focus. 


Unlike Oriental faiths that abjure 
the flesh and physical existence as a 
corrupting prison and seek release 
from it into a spirit realm, Christianity 
regards the world, its material 
makeup and biological life, as basic 
components and a springboard to the 
perfecting of it and consummate 
fulfilling reality. 


But its germination is situated in the 
human grain, in the texture, processes 
and decisions of earthly existence, like 
a “seed” in the soil or “leaven” 
working in dough, Jesus put it. 


This is the materialistic bent that 
impels Christianity in its worldly

Consider giving — or getting — one 
for Christmas. 
Fact is, there aren’t many roosters 
left. Most eggs are unfertilized, 
relieving them of household chores, 
and most young male birds reach the 
stewpot before they achieve manhood. 
Like pet rocks and hermit crabs, the 
rooster could become the hit of the 
holiday season — the perfect gift for 
the person who has everything. 
They make excellent alarm clocks. 
For harried shoppers still at a loss 
over a Christmas gift for friends — 
don’t laugh. Roosters are a consumer’s 
dream. Poultry experts at Ohio State 
University say they’re clean, cost 
little, don't eat much and come in a 
variety of models, sizes and colors. 
Edward C. Naber, chairman of Ohio 
State’s poultry science department, 
says roosters have always been early 
risers. 
“All birds become active at first 
light, but the rooster is just a little

works, in its far-flung operations for 
the poor and homeless, in its running of 
medical clinics and hospitals, in its 
maintenance of schools and univer­ 
sities, in its activist efforts for fuller 
justice, better ways, in its provision of 
shelter, food and clothing for those in 
need. 
“As you have done it to one of the 
least of these, my brethren, you have 
done it to me,” Jesus said. 
That 
m aterialistic 
quality 
in 
Christianity is expressed in its central 
act of worship — the sharing of bread 
and wine. 
Those consecrated products of earth 


are considered a representation of 
Jesus himself, the “bread of life,” 
occupying this domain, this tangible, 
corporeal frame, enlisting in its 
agonies and hopes, giving its harshest 
trials a new confidence and precedent 
of final triumph. 
All of those Christian constituents — 
the birth, life, death and resurrection 
of Jesus — are scripturally woven in 
the fabric of matter, beginning in the 
concrete data of Christmas. While 
some deplore its hectic gift-buying and 
giving, this can reflect its original 
prime gift, packaged in ordinary 
substance.

more noisy about it,” he said. 
He said there are more than 250 
varieties of roosters to choose from 
and they come in red, white, black, 
buff and a great many mixes of colors. 
Naber wouldn’t pay more than $2 for 
a rooster. Their feed bills come to 
about two cents a day. 
They vary 
in 
personality 
from 
vicious fighting cocks, probably not 
suitable even for garden apartments, 
to more docile “meat varieties.” 
Consumers who want a highpitched 
crow should buy a small model. Those 
who want a deeper voiced bird should 
buy a larger variety. 
Roosters crow at first light of dawn 
but they can be fooled. Cover their 
cage with different thicknesses of dark 
cloth to set the alarm clock for later 
times. 
“They crow six times or so at dawn 
and then that’s pretty much it for the 
rest of the day,” Naber said. 
Roosters can be kept in cages as 
small as 12 by 18 inches or they can be 
left to roam the house or apartment. 
Naber said they can be house broken, 
though not so easily as other pets.

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Cross Country Skiers Look Forward To Snow 


The clothing should be warm enough to 
provide protection from hypothermia, 
or exposure to the cold. 
Compared with the cost of downhill 
or Alpine skiing, cross-country skiing 
is relatively inexpensive. Equipment 
needed to ski tour includes poles, boots 
and skis. All can be purchased for 
under $100. 
Also, cross-country skiers do not 
have to drive long distances to slopes, 
pay for. use of the facilities and then 
have to wait in long lift lines to be 
taken up the hill. 
Cross-country skiers enjoy the 
freedom of being able to ski almost 
anywhere there is snow-covered 
ground. However, it is easier to ski on 
tracks already carved in the snow 
rather than breaking a new trail. 
“Forty-one of Ohio’s 65 state parks 
offer areas for cross-country skiing,” 
Vanzant said. “The ski tourer can 
leisurely enjoy the many natural 


wonders found in a state park while 
skiing along the area’s unplowed 
roads, hiking trails or bridle paths.” 
State parks which offer areas for 
cross-country skiing are open from 8 
a.m. to 8:30 p.m. daily except John 
Bryan State Park in Greene County 
which closes one-half hour after 
sunset. 
Those who have never been cross­ 
country skiing or would like to learn 
more about the sport may want to

ODNR’s 
annual 
winter 
workshop to be held at Pymatuning 
State Park near Andover in Ashtabula 
County Feb. 3-5,1978. The workshop is 
designed to introduce participants to 
cross-country skiing, winter camping 
and nature awareness. 
ODNR will also conduct a cross­ 
country ski tour and clinic Feb. 18,1978 
at Punderson State Park in Geauga 
County. The clinic will include in­

race.

Commonly referred to as ski touring 
or Nordic skiing, cross-country skiing 
is enjoyed by families as a leisurely 
outing. 
“The popularity of the sport has 
grown since last winter when we had 
an unusually heavy amount of 
snowfall,” Vanzant said. 
Crosscountry skiing or ski touring 
allows singles, couples, families or 
groups to get some good outdoor 
exercise, enjoy Ohio’s winter scenery 
and have a lot of fun. 
A novice skier can tour about three 
or four miles during an outing, 
whereas an experienced cross-country 
skier could cover about 20 to 25 miles in 
a day. 


Vanzant recommends the wilderness 
skier dress for comfort and protection 
against the cold and wind. The ski 
tourer should wear layers of light­ 
weight clothing that can easily be 
removed if the skier becomes too 
heated with the exercise of touring.

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Bus Drivers To Vote O n Pact Today 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Bus drivers 
and mechanics, pressured by a back- 
to-work court order, voted today on 
whether to ratify a tentative contract 
agreement that could end a 16-day 
wildcat strike. 
If approved, bus service for the 
city’s 65,000 commuters could resume 
Saturday, officials said. 
The 800-member union walked out at 
midnight Dec. 7, when its two year 
contract expired. It was the union’s 
third unsanctioned strike in the past 
five years. 
Judge William R. Matthews issued a 
preliminary injunction in Hamilton 


County Common Pleas Court Wed­ 
nesday, ordering both sides to resume 
negotiations. 
The action ordered mechanics back 
to work Thursday and bus drivers to 
return Friday. But less than half of the 
shift force of 153 mechanics reported 
for work and Metro officials said those 
returning were reluctant to cross 
picket lines. 
Ed Harvey, general manager of 
Queen City Metro, said he was “very 
pleased” with the latest proposal 
which was reached Thursday af­ 
ternoon. “It’s very fair,” he said. 
TMails of the new proposal were not

disclosed. 
Bruce Foster, international vice 
president of the Amalgamated Transit 
Union (ATU), expressed satisfaction 
with the negotiations.

trees. Its cost: $45,000. Its size: 45 x 105 
feet. This is the building shown on the 
cover of this card. 
But official business of the county 
soon outgrew the Second Courthouse’s 
space and grand juries often con­ 
demned the jail in its basement. The 
populace, then as now, looked upon its 
Courthouse with reverence and pride. 
They did not want it tom down! 
Opposition was so strong that the 
matter finally 
went to the 
Ohio 
Legislature 
which 
authorized 
a 
remodeling project to achieve the goal. 
The remodeling in 1888, however, 
turned into a demolition, except for the 
jail cells in the basement. And some 
say that the new 
“repair” 
con­ 
struction's entrance could not support 
a high tower in the center. So, the 
tower was offset to the side. The 
basement prison was later abandoned 
after a new jail building was built. 
Fragments of the six columns of the 
Second Courthouse were scattered 
around the city, the most notable being 
used as a foundation for the Soldier’s 
Monument in Forest Cemetery. 
The clock installed in the Second 
Courthouse in 1872 is the same one we 
have today. And the “remodeled” 
Courthouse cost $104,420.

George Foster salvaged some of the 
glory Ohio’s professional sports teams 
saw slip in 1977. 
The greatest slugger in Cincinnati 
baseball history — he set three club 
records — became the sixth Reds 
player in the last eight seasons to win 
the National League’s Most Valuable 
Player award. 
“ This is the apex,” said the 28-year- 
old left fielder after hitting a career 
high .320 and accounting for 52 home 
runs, 149 runs-batted-in and 387 career 
records, all Cincinnati single season 
firsts. 
“ I don’t think I’ll ever see a better 
year from one man,” Cincinnati 
Manager Sparky Anderson paid 
tribute to Foster. 
The Reds themselves missed a bid at 
a third straight World Series title, 
losing the NL Western Division 
championship by IO games to the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 
The Cleveland Indians fared even 
worse, first under Frank Robinson and 
later with Jeff Torborg as the 
manager. Cleveland was 19 games 
below .500 and 28% games behind the 
world champion New York Yankees. 
Ohio’s pro football, basketball and 
hockey teams struggled, too. 
The Cleveland Browns, after a good 
start, fizzled. A 37-14 shocker at San 
Diego in the 12th game knocked them 
from contention in the American 
Football Conference’s Central Division 
race. 
A little over one week later, Browns 
Coach Forrest Gregg submitted his 
resignation to owner Art Modell. 
The Bengals avoided the same fate 
the following week against Pittsburgh, 
beating the Steelers 17-10 and keeping 
alive their hopes of a National Football 
League playoff berth. 
The Cleveland Cavaliers finished 
fourth in the National Basketball 
Association’s Eastern Conference 
Central Division behind winning 
Houston. Then the Cavs dropped a 2-1 
preliminary playoff round series to the 
Washington Capitals. 
“ This season was like rowing a boat 
across the Pacific Ocean and con­ 
tinuing bailing water out,” said 
Cleveland Coach B ill Fitch. 
The Cleveland Barons, in their first 
season in the National Hockey League, 
were last in the Wales Conference 
Adams Division, winning only 24 of 80 
matches. The Barons were more than 
40 games behind the division-leading 
Boston Bruins. 
In the World Hockey Association, the 
Cincinnati Stingers qualified for the 
playoffs after posting a 39-37-5 record 
in the Eastern Division behind 
champion Quebec. However, the 
Indianapolis Racers took fourth 
straight from the Stingers in the " 
opening playoff round. 
Among Ohio’s minor professional 
leagues, the Columbus Clippers 
celebrated their baseball return to the 
International League by drawing a 
league record of more than 457,000 
home fans. 
Owner Al Savill twice left Ohio cities 
with his Owls’ International Hockey 
League franchise. Savill first switched 
from Columbus to Dayton. After 
averaging a little over 1,000 fans in 
Dayton, he folded the franchise there 
in December.

<mce in 1977. 
Lanny WadUns won $100,000 in 
capturing the revised World Series of 
Golf title with four rounds totaling 287 
at Firestone South.

Muirfield Village layout was worth 
$45,000 in the Memorial Tournament. 
Mike Hill, a 38-year-old veteran, won 
for the first time in five years on the 
PGA tour with 269 in the Ohio Kings 
Island Open. H ill picked up $30,000. 
JoAnne earner, with 207 for three 
rounds, earned $12,000 with her victory 
in the LPGA’s Columbus stop. 
On the pro tennis circuit, Harold 
Solomon won the Western at Cincinnati 
and Guillermo Vilas the Columbus 
tournament. 
Ohio was a favorite state for the 
men’s pro bowlers with Mike Berline 
beating Mike Durbin 221-205 in the 
Anal match of the $125,000 Tournament 
of Champions in Akron. 
John Denton beat Mike Samardzija 
204-198 in the final Toledo Open, Roy 
Buckley trimmed Jimmy Certain 227- 
193 at North Olmsted and Joe Hut­ 
chinson was first and Joey Berrardi 
second at Fairview Park in other Ohio 
pro bowling tournaments. 
In horse racing, Governor Skipper 
set Little Brown Jug records with 
winning miles of 1:56 1-5 and 1:56 2-5 
for a combined 3:52 3-5 despite a sore 
mouth. 
Governor Skipper had a two-inch 
wooden splinter removed from his 
gum hours before the Delaware pacing 
classic. “ Like the great horse he is, he 
overcame it,” said his driver, John 
Chapman. 
Larry Snyder urged Silver Series to 
victory in the $150,000 Ohio Derby for 3- 
year-old thoroughbreds, upsetting the 
favored Cormorant, who was second. 
Silver Series traveled the 11-8 miles in 
1:49 1-5. 
James Edwards, 33, from Fairfield, 
Ohio, won the Grand American 
trapshooting crown at Vandalia in his 
first year at the sport. Edwards hit 99 
of IOO targets and won $10,000. 


Shirley Muldowney won the top fuel 
crown for the second successive year 
in the National Hot Rod Association’s 
Springnationals at National Trail 
Raceway. 
In college sports, Ohio State beat 
Colorado 27-10 in its first Orange Bowl 
appearance and then followed with a 
record sixth straight Big Ten Con­ 
ference football title or co-title, despite 
a 14-6 setback at Michigan. 
That set up a first coaching duel 
between the Buckeyes’ Woody Hayes 
and Alabama’s Bear Bryant in the 
Sugar Bowl Jan. 2. Bryant ranks first 
and Hayes second among the nation’s 
winningest active coaches.

Ceremonies, 
Traditions A ll 
Part O f The Day 


Did you ever wonder where the 
current day customs and traditions 
that we observe originated. 
The Christmas season is surrounded 
by traditions. Take for instance the 
Christmas tree which was seen in 
Germany as early as the Middle Ages. 
The Saxons made use of ivy and 
holly, and mistletoe is a Celtic custom. 
England 
has 
contributed 
the 
tradition of singing carols. They also 
seemed to have contributed the en-, 
joyable custom of kissing under the 
mistletoe. 


The Yule Log has played an im­ 
portant part in the festivities in many 
European countries as it was brought 
in with ceremony on Christmas Eve 
and kindled with a piece of last year’s 
log, which had been carefully saved for 
this purpose. 


Christmas cards had their origin a 
little more than a century ago as what 
was known as “Christmas pieces”, 
which were produced by school boys at 
the end of the winter term, on which 
they wrote greetings to their parents 
as proof of their progress in the art of 
writing. It was not until the fourth 
decade of the nineteenth century that 
the true Christmas card as we know it 
today 
came 
into 
being. 
The poinsettia, which has became 
known as the Christmas symbol or 
emblem in North America was 
discovered by a Dr. Poinsett in 1828.

CHRISTMAS IN HOSPITAL — The Salvation Army provides 
gifts for many hospitalized and underprivileged persons 
during the Christmas Season.

A handicapped child sits in a special 
bean bag chair, her first time out of 
bed in weeks. 
A sightless man smiles as he feels 
the soft lap robe he has received for 
Christmas. 
Each of these people, and many 
others in area hospitals and in­ 
stitutions have found that The 
Salvation Army cares about them. 
Volunteers from a special ministry 
called the League of Mercy include 
institutional visitation in a year round 
effort to remind each needy person 
that he is not forgotten. 


“Often, we visit a home to find 
patients still treasuring the gifts we 
brought the year before. For many, 
The Salvation Army is the only bridge 
to the outside world,” said Mrs. Major 
Harold Anderson, Divisional League of 
Mercy Secretary. 
This year, 
League of Mercy 
volunteers purchased special bean bag 
chairs for handicapped children who 
would otherwise be confined to bed.

On Dec. 25 we will celebrate 
Christmas here as it is celebrated by 
Christians the world over. It com­ 
memorates the birth of Christ and is 
one of the most important holidays of 
the religious year. 
The name is from Christ Mass, the 
medieval way of saying Mass of 
Christ, best loved ceremony of the 
year. It wasn’t observed by the 
Christian church until the fifth century 
for the birth of martyrs were not ob­ 
served then, only their deaths. 
The Western Church in Rome or­ 
dered a feast for the birth of Christ to 
be held on a holiday called Mithra, for 
a pagan God and sun worshiper, which 
came at the end of a Roman holiday 
called Saturnalia falling in mid 
December. These dates were used 
because the actual birthdate of Christ 
was not known. 
There was much merry-making, 
feasting, giving gifts and burning of 
candles. Other customs came from 
these festivities too, such as the 
Teutonic or German burning of the 
yule log and use of the wassail bowl. 
The evergreen tree also became a part 
of these customs. Even before 
Christianity these were used by 
European tribes. The tree was a 
tradition in the middle ages and many 
legends are written and handed down 
about this. 
After Christ was bom, trees were 
used in religious pageants but had no 


real meaning until Martin Luther, a 
Protestant 
Reformation 
leader, 
decorated a small fir tree according to 
legend, with lighted candles to 
represent the stars of the heaven. At 
first it was considered silly, but then 
people came to see the real beauty of it 
and found new ways to use them for 
this purpose. 
German soldiers who came to the 
American colonies brought this 
custom during the Revolutionary War. 
There were none of the glittering orna­ 
ments or tinsel of today, but popcorn, 
cranberries or bits of cotton were 
strung and draped over the branches. 
These gradually changed and im­ 
proved to those ornaments we use 
today. 
The use of ivy and misletoe comes 


from the Saxons as well as the popular 
one of sending greeting cards. From 
the French came the use of the nativity 
scenes. The English have contributed 
many other customs, including the 
singing of carols. 
Customs are the same the world over 
with each country having its own 
special way of celebrating Christ’s 
birthday. 
In Mexico the festivities run nine 
days, from Dec. 16 to Christmas Eve., 
in a period called Las Posadas. There 
are special rituals enacting the trip of 
Mary and Joseph from Nazareth to 
Bethlehem and their search for 
lodging. 
On the night of Dec. 16, two children 
carrying clay figures of Joseph and 
Mary lead a candlelight parade to the 


home of a relative or friend whose 
house is chosen as the honored 
“posadas.” At the door the group 
stops, sings, asks for shelter and are 
told they must move on. Upon hearing 
who they are though, the door is gladly 
opened for them. The head of the house 
welcomes them and songs are sung as 
they gather around the manger 
kneeling, to honor the new-born son of 
God. 
Later the children have a pinata or 
large pottery jar filled with sweets and 
toys. It hangs by a rope from the 
ceiling. Each child tries to break it 
with a stick while blindfolded, and 
when one succeeds, the goodies and 
toys spill on the floor and are gathered 
by the children.

Christmas And Its Traditions Around The World

Some places have parades and 
fireworks. This ends with a midnight 
mass on Christmas Eve. On the last 
day, or Good Night, the people gather 
at churches and in homes to sing songs 
of praise for the Virgin Mary and the 
manger scene is enacted at midnight. 
Christ’s birth is announced followed by 
ringing of church bells, blowing 
whistles and fireworks. 
Christm as morning they return 
home to eat roast pig and pancakes 
with brown sugar syrup. 
In America this is the most exciting 
time of the year with gift giving, 
special services, elaborate street and 
public building decorations and home 
owners trying to outdo each other with 
beautiful and original arrangements of 
lights and tree decorations. The 
mistletoe is a tradition since it was 
introduced here by the early settlers 
from England. On Christmas day 
fam ilies get together this day if on no 
other for the entire year, and feast. 
Hearts are warmer, prayers more 
sincere and children are more excited 
about it all as they await Santa Claus’ 
annual visit. They are on their good 
behavior more at this time of year lest 
Santa fail to call with his reindeer and 
bag of gifts on Christmas Eve. 
In Italy, the Novena, a one day feast 
starting on Dec. 24 at sunset, starts the 
holiday celebration. Prayers are of­ 
fered at this time for manger scenes in 
homes. These scenes are treasured 
and handed down from one generation 
to another, some handmade. Christ­ 
mas Eve is fam ily time. They gather 
with their children, recite verses, eat 
fish and fowl, a cheese pastry (can­ 
noli), and candy (torrone). A yule log 
is burned and songs are sung about the 
Christ Child. These songs are very 
important to Italians at Christmas. 
In Ethiopia, Christmas occurs in 
January as they follow the old 
calendar. Services start in church at 4 
a.m. Later that day, the children in the 
capital city of Addis Ababa dress up in 
their best clothing, go to the palace to 
receive gifts from the Emporer while 
the parents watch proudly. Special 
care is taken of the sheep, horses and 
cows in rural areas for it is believed 
these animals of the manger stand at 
midnight to honor Christ’s birth. 
Country children tie a sheef of grain to 
a pole, porches or balconies for wild 
birds. 
Christmas in Denmark is a joyful 
and 
busy tim e 
with 
elaborate 
preparations and much attention to 
baking sweets and breads. On 
Christmas Eve there is on hand a big 
supply of apple fritters to last for three 
days. Here too, much attention is given 
to the care of the birds and farm 
animals. Everyone attends church at 4 
p.m. Christmas Eve after which 
fam ilies return home where the 
Banish flag hangs beside the spruce 
tree as part of their customs. The tree 
is a symbol of everlasting life. There is 
a supper of roast pig, rice porridge and 
a fruit base almond paste called 
marzipan. More services are held in 
church Christmas day and fam ily and 
friends visit. Country dances are held 
and many attend theatre. 
Poland’s celebration begins with 
their traditional supper (w ilia), on 
Christmas Eve and lasts throughout 
Jan. 6. Nativity scenes are arranged in 


boxes and carried in procession or 
displayed for friends. The celebrations 
start with the appearance of the first 
star in the evening sky. The fam ily 
supper is a ceremony representing the 
spirit of love and peace. No meat is 
eaten but rice wafers are passed from 
the head of the fam ily on down until 
each one in turn has eaten. Then 
wishes are made and prayers for them 
to come true are offered. The tree is 
then lit and gifts exchanged. 
In the Philippines 
this country 
proudly boasts it has the longest 
Christmas in the world-beginning nine 
days before Christmas and lasting 
through Jan. 6- with masses held the 
first nine days by priests. On Christ­ 
mas Eve, the children put their shoes 
in the windows and find them filled 
with candy and gifts the next morning. 
Strolling minstrels sing and play 
carols on homemade instrum ents 
made of coconut shells, caraboa bone, 
tin can ends and bamboo which are 
banjoes, castanets, tambourines and 
cymbols. Paper lanterns hang in yards 
and in the streets. 
Christmas in Pakistan is celebrated 
by the Moslem people at the end of the 
month or Ramadan. They fast all day 
and eat only during the night. In large 
cities cannons announce the birth of 
Christ and the start of the celebration. 
In the country a drummer boy lets 
them know. 


The day starts with a prayer and 
later relatives visit and children enjoy 
sweets, a nut filled candy (halva) 
being the favorite. Their observance is 
very much like ours in most ways. 
France also celebrates their Christ­ 
mas as we do. 


But however different the customs 
may be they have one and the same 
purpose-to rejoice at the birth of 
Christ. This sharing of the glad tidings 
is universal.

Christmas is a holiday but first and 
foremost it remains the feast of the 
N ativity, 
in 
which the 
church 
remembers the events of the Christian 
religion. 
The celebration was not observed by 
the Christian Church until the fifth 
century, when the western church in 
Rome ordered a feast for the birth of 
Christ to be celebrated on the day of 
the M ithraic celebration of the birth of 
the son. This holiday was at the end of 
Saturnalia, a Roman Holiday which 
fell in mid December. 
In the northern hemisphere the mid 
winter date tends to turn our thoughts 
toward that of snow and cold weather. 
We must remember that it is not 
winter in all sections of the world in 
December and that it was not winter 
and there was no snow that day in 
Bethlehem when the Christ child was 
bom. 
Each country in their own way with 
its ancient lore and traditions have 
comprised the worldwide variety of 
various Christmas observances. 
Christmas in the Union of South 
Africa is a summer holiday. For most 
people it is an out of town day, with 
many people traveling to the beaches, 
rivers or to the mountain slopes. Three 
groups comprise the vast continent of 
South Africa, the Negroes or natives, 
the m ajority of which are untouched 
by Christianity, the Christian groups 
who in some cases have continuous 
history on the continent and finally the 
younger churches which are the result 
of modern m issionary work of 
European and American boards and 
agencies. Customs of the old world are 
seen quite widespread through the 
country, with shops draping their 
windows with sparkling cotton wool 
and tinsel to give the traditional 
Christm as setting. Even Father

African 
prototype of St. Nicholas or Santa 
Claus can be seen braving the sunny 
sides of the streets in the traditional 
cloak and hood to simulate snow. 
In the Congo the preparation for 
Christmas begins when a group, either 
school or sometimes the elders and 
deacons of the church, are designated 
to prepare the annual Christmas 
pageant. Christmas day itself begins 
with groups of carolers walking 
through-out the village singing. At 
dawn the entire Christian group is 
found at the church for a service of 
prayer and more singing. In the Congo 
the most important part of the 
Christmas worship service is the “ love 
offering” and the “ march around.” 
This is a procession where the people 
walk to a raised platform near the 
communion table in the church and 
place their gift, money, food, or a 
handmade item. 
Throughout A frica homes are 
lavishly decorated, usually with pine 
branches, and all have decorated 
Christmas fir trees, where presents for 
the children are placed. Holly is 
missing, as none is grown in the warm 
clim ate. Sometimes a local type of 


mistletoe is hung up in a strategic 
position like it is done here. Children 
hang their stockings the night before 
Christmas and await the arrival of 
Father Christmas with presents. 


For many South Africans the meal is 
an open-air dinner. For the non 
European races of South Africa, 
Christmas is a holiday of good eating

(Continued From Page 2-B) 
and lively exchange and enjoyment of 
gifts. 
In Sweden the celebration of 
Christmas begins on Dec. 13 or on St. 
Lucias Day. Passengers on early 
streetcars that day would see persons 
dressed in white robes, women 
carrying candles and young men 
carrying silver stars and wearing tall 
hats of silver paper. These are known 
as “Lucia Brides” and “Star Boys” 
who serenade their friends with song 
and offer refreshments. 
The next day of importance is 
“Dipping Day” which comes on 
Christmas eve. This custom is unique 
among Christmas customs of the 
world. This stems from a famine 
winter many years ago when on 
Christmas eve the only food was black 
bread and thin broth. Today the entire 
family, servants included, gather in 
the kitchen with its rows of bright 
copper utensils and gaily colored 
frieze on the walls. On the stove is a 
large kettle in which simmers the 
Christmas korv and sausages. Each 
family member dunks vort bread in 
broth to insure good luck for the year. 
Each family bakes one loaf of bread in 
the shape of a boars head, it is 
decorated and remains on the dining 
room table during the holidays. 
The Christmas tree is the real 
symbol of the season in Scandinavia. 
Trees are decorated with tiny gaily 
wrapped parcels. Handmade caramels 
are essential for a Swedish Christmas. 
Christmas Day in Sweden is a quiet 
day and it is not considered good taste 
to make visits that day. But beginning 
with the second day of Christmas the 
social life swells to great proportions 
and continues until St. Knut’s Day on 
Jan. 13. 


Takeover O f Steel 
Plant To Be Studied 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
feasibility of the community takeover 
of the Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. 
will be studied in a $300,000 report, U.S. 
Sen. Howard M. Metzenbaum said 
Wednesday. 
Metzenbaum said in a release from 
his Washington office, that officials 
from the departments of Housing and 
Urban Development and Commerce 
have pledged the amount “to develop a 
coherent plan to make Youngstown a 
Showcase for the the nation.” 
“We hope this can result in the 
employees taking over and operating 
the Youngstown Sheet & Tube facility 
in Campbell, Ohio,” said Metzenbaum, 
an Ohio Democrat. 
Officials of the steel company an­ 
nounced in September they were 
closing the plant, leaving about 5,000 
Mahoning Valley steelworkers jobless. 
Local religious leaders have formed 
a coalition to attempt to take over the 
facility and restore the jobs. 
Metzenbaum said the goal of the 
combined effort is to make the plant a 
model of modern technology and to 
make Youngstown a showcase for the 
nation.

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family included hanging up homemade 
rag dolls, a tradition that Mrs. Kitchen 
continues.

She had just 
finished the depiction of when it was 
burning, and is now remembering it on 
canvas before the fire. 
Mrs. Kitchen said the paints, easel 
and special lights are put away before 
Christmas, as she has company for the 
holidays. Soon after the new year is 
welcomed in, though, it is certain that 
life and painting will continue as 
before by the Adelphi Artist. 
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PAINTS DURING SEASON — Telia Kitchen 
is busy at work during the Christmas Season 
painting of the covered bridge that was 
located near her residence in Adelphi. Mrs. 
Kitchen, who began selling her artwork three 
years ago, mainly uses scenes from her past 


memories. She begins the scene from the top, 
and works straight down the canvas to 
produce a “spice of life” scene like the one 
hanging on her livingroom wall near the 
Christmas tree. 


It is not an old joke that three kinds 
of communication may be telegraph, 
telephone and Telia Kitchen. The self- 
styled artist living in Adelphi tells a 
story of her past, therefore re-living 
history in each of her paintings. 
Her paintings are a form of com­ 
munication because of the remem- 
berances she has-some personal and 
others relating to the time in history. 
Each of her scenes depicts some 
rememberance of her childhood, 
which must have been a very vivid 
part of her life. 
Mrs. Kitchen began painting a 
couple years after her husband died as 
a form of therapy. Her son Denny 
brought the paints originally, and soon 
after predicted that her art work would 
be hung in galleries with other great 
pieces of art. 
His predictions came true as this 
year Telia Kitchen can say her 
paintings are hanging all over the 
United States and in New Mexico. In 
January, a Hungarian is visiting the 
Kitchen’s in Adelphi, and buying 
several of her paintings. 
The livingroom walls in the Kit­ 
chen’s home are decorated with the 
artist’s paintings, with millions of 
memories behind each scene. She 
remembers a fire in a livery stable in 
Indiana along the Wabash River where 


she spent her childhood. Her vivid 
memory of the past was able to create 
the fire in progress, although several 
of the houses alongside the stable were 
burned down as a result of the blaze. 
On another wall is the town of 
Adelphi as she remembers it when she 
first moved back to this part of the 
country in 1920. She was nine months 
old when she moved from Londonderry 
to the Wabash River area. 
Since she began selling paintings 
three years ago, the Kitchen’s have 
seen a whole new side of life. 
Magazine, newspaper and television 
reporters have spent a lot of time in the 
household. Her and her son Denny are 
used to rearranging furniture for 
television cameras and the artist has 
been interviewed by many people. She 
said one magazine reporter spent 
three days in the area, and felt at home 
in the Kitchen house. 


From the “spice of life” winter 
scenes painted by Mrs. Kitchen, much 
of Christmas is remembered from her 
past. She said the holiday was 
celebrated 
simply 
during 
her 
childhood, and some of the traditions 
are still being used today. 
Christmas was centered around 
church activities, including decorating 
a large tree. The evergreen tree 
common today was not common in her 
family’s household, as they were not 
plentiful in that part of Indiana. She 
said she remembers only one or two 
Christmas trees during her childhood.

NEW YORK (AP) — The Christmas 
dancing of the Maori, former 
Polynesians who journeyed across the 
South Pacific from Polynesia to New 
Zealand nearly 1,000 years ago, will be 
one highlight of “Christmas Around 
the World,” a one-hour TV special of 
live Christmas Eve celebrations from 
five continents which will be trans­ 
mitted via satellite worldwide on Dec. 
24. 
The ancient voyaging Maori might 
find it hard to recognize the religions 
rites of their descendants today. After 
a gradual journey out of the past, the 
Maori religion that once included such 
gods as Tangoroa, god of the ocean, 
and Tanemahuta, god of the forest, has 
been replaced by Christianity. 
Although today’s Maori holiday rituals 
are much the same as in the rest of the 
world, much of the spirituality is still 
observed. 
The Christmas Eve program will be 
shown in the United States by the 
Public Broadcasting Service, which 
will also feature live transmissions 
from Bethlehem, Jerusalem, Southern 
Bavaria, London, the Loire Valley and 
Jamaica. The U.S. segment of the 
program underwritten by the Sun Co. 
will feature the University of South 
Carolina concert choir serenading last- 
minute shoppers in Columbia, S. C., 
heading for Christmas Eve.

NEW YORK (AP) - Last year Santa 
was on the tennis court. Now he’s 
driving a moped. These are among the 
changing scenes depicted on this 
year’s Christmas cards. But the 
biggest change is a trend toward 
greeting cards with religious themes, 
reports the National Association of 
Greeting Card Publishers. 
“There’s a return to the traditional,” 
said Harry J. Cooper, executive direc­ 
tor of the 52-member association, who 
views Christmas greeting cardis as 
reflecting patterns of modem living. 
“The charismatic movement within 
the church may be a contributing fac­ 
tor to this change,” he said. “Perhaps 
it’s the mode of piety as exemplified by 
the family of President Carter or the 
fact 
that 
many 
religious 
denominations are reporting increases 
in church attendance. These life-styles 
are ultimately reflected by the artists 
and writers of greeting cards.” 
The dominant religious themes this 
year are the nativity, Madonna and 
Child and the tableau of the wise men 
at the manger, he said. 
Don’t count Santa out, however, 
Cooper cautions. That jolly emissary 
from the North Pole is still depicted as 
a golfer and tennis buff on many 
greeting cards. One card has Santa ex­ 
tending a New Year’s greeting that is 
“double-fault free! ” 
On cards that appeal to those in 


specific vocations, Santa is shown as a 
stock broker, real estate rental agent 
and conductor of a symphonic or­ 
chestra. He is also seen as a chef and 
gourmet, which may be appropriate, 
Cooper points out, since food and drink 
were the subject of the first-known 
Christmas card, a hand-colored 
lithograph distributed in London in 
1846. 
Animal lovers should be pleased with 
this year’s selection of greeting cards, 
he adds. Dogs, cats, birds, lions and 
lambs abound — to say nothing of rein­ 
deer, all of whose antlers seem to be 
festooned with baubles and bows. 
Hispanic and black greeting cards 
tend to stress the solidarity of family 
and the value of religion in everyday 
living, according to Cooper. 
Among the leading subjects of cards 
which show well-known landmarks are 
Manhattan’s World Trade Center, 
Chicago’s Lake Store Drive and San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate Bridge.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If your 
television set starts acting up this 
weekend, it may be partly Santa Claus’ 
fault. 
Jolly Old St. Nick is expected to 
deliver quite a few new CB radios this 
Christmas, and the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission says 83 
percent of all TV interference com­ 
plaints are related to CB operations. 
But while most TV interference may 
involve CBs, CB radios themselves are 
not necessarily at fault. 
The fault may be in your own TV or 
stereo set, radio or other home elec­ 
tronic entertainment equipment — 
equipment that just does not have the 
necessary filters to eliminate legal 
radio transmissions. 
The FCC said earlier this fall that a 
check of numerous complaints found 
that TV sets are almost as much to 
blame for TV interference as CB 
radios themselves. Just what causes 
TV interference, or TVI as it often is 
called? 
A CB set transmits on frequencies 
ranging between 26.965 and 27.405 
megahertz (MHz), while television 
signals range from 54 to 216 MHz. 
The interference is caused by the 
phenomenon called harmonics, which 
occurs when a frequency is increased 
by multiples of itself. 
So, if a CBer is transmitting on 
Channel ll, or at 27.085 MHz, his signal 
may produce harmonics of itself at 
54.170 and 81.255 MHz. 
Those 
frequencies correspond to Channels 2 
and 5 on your TV set. 
Thus, if the CB transmitter is close 
enough and the TV set does not have 
the proper filters, the TV set could 
receive both the TV and the CB signal. 


How do you tell whether the CB 
transmitter or the TV set is at fault? 
The FCC has issued a new handbook 
illustrating some of the more common 
TVI patterns and providing low-cost 
home remedies that require no special 
tools or skills to apply. 


And it offers suggestions both to 
CBers and to those experiencing TVI. 
It tells CBers, for instance: 
“Although 
some 
interference 
problems can be attributed to 


television receivers, such problems 
can also be traced to CB radio trans­ 
mitters. 
“Therefore, upon receipt of an in­ 
terference complaint from your neigh­ 
bors), you should take all steps 
possible to insure that your radio 
transmitter is not causing the in­ 
terference.” 
The handbook then suggests certain 
tests to determine whether the CB set 
is at fault and, if so, remedies to 


correct the problem. 
At the same time, the handbook 
advises TV owners the problem may 
lie within their own equipment and 
offers suggestions “to help you identify 
and resolve interference problems. ...

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
Supreme Court justices rendered key 
decisions involving defendants' rights, 
became targets of political charges, 
and changed rules affecting the ethics 
of attorneys in a year of mixed ac­ 
tivities. 
From a legal point of view, its most 
significant ruling came in July when 
the 
seven-member 
court 
said 
prosecutors must disprove pleas of 
self-defense or insanity when they are 
raised by a defendant. 
The decision reversed common law 
of many years’ standing, under which 
the burden of proof rested on the 
defense in such cases. 
It set 
prosecutors around the state buzzing, 
and triggered a move in the legislature 
to change the 1974 law on which the 
decision was based. 
In other decisions that made news — 
although every ruling by Ohio’s 
highest court has potential statewide 
impact — the justices rejected at­ 
tempts of two obscure state agencies to 
withhold certain records from the 
public, and said that the word of a 
policeman that his informant is 
reliable isn’t sufficient grounds for 
issuance of a search warrant. 
Veteran Chief Justice C. William 
O’Neill brushed aside suggestions that 
state 
supreme 
courts 
can 
be 
characterized as conservative or 


liberal, or that they can hand down 
landmark decisions with the impact of 
an edict by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
“We follow, as best we can, and 
sometimes we’re overturned, the lead 
of the (U.S.) Supreme Court. That’s 
all,” said O’Neill, a unique political 
figure who over his long public career 
has headed all three branches of the 
state government. He is a former 
governor and speaker of the House — 
not to mention one-time attorney 
general. 
Politically, the court in 1977 was 
under Democratic domination for the 
first time in more than 15 years, and 
for only the second time in the past 
century. That some of its decisions 
might be politically questioned, 
therefore, was not surprising. 
The biggest debate came in July 
when the 4-3 Democratic majority 
overruled O’Neill and the other two 
GOP justices on a key question in­ 
volving a new election day voter 
registration law. It had been enacted 
in May by the Democrat-controlled 
legislature. 
Legalistic arguments abounded on 
both sides but in the end, Democrats 
prevailed 4-3 in a decision that said the 
law wasn’t subject to a referendum 
among voters. 
Eventually, Republicans decided to 
try to repeal the law by way of a 
constitutional amendment. They had 
resounding success Nov. 8 when voters 


decided registration should take place 
at least 30 days before elections. 
Republicans claimed generally that 
the voters’ decision was not only a 
rebuff of the legislature, but also of the 
four Democratic justices. Senate 
Minority Whip Thomas A. Van Meter, 
R-Ashland, accused the Democratic 
justices of “blatant politics.” 
Democratic spokesmen in the 
legislature countered that the bill, as 
enacted, was not subject to referen­ 
dum because it contained an ap­ 
propriation to finance the extra cost of 
instant 
voter 
registrations.' 
Appropriations bills, under the con­ 
stitution, are not subject to referen­ 
dum, and the court’s decision was 
sound, they said. 
Justice Ralph S. Locher, a former 
Democratic mayor of Cleveland 
serving his first term on the bench, at 
first said he would yield to judicial 
dignity and not reply to Van Meter’s 
charge. But then he added: “I’ll just 
say this. When a jackass brays, you 
don’t bray back.” 
Democrats in the legislature 
claimed Republican justices took care 
of their GOP counterparts in the 
legislature and governor’s office when 
they held the majority on the high 
court. 
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They cited one decision that upheld a 
Republican challenge of six bills 
enacted by Democrats during the 
legislature’s “six day war” in January 
1975—when Democrat John J. Gilligan 
held the governor’s office for a week, 
before GOP Gov. James A. A. Rhodes 
took office, and after Democrats had 
been seated as the legislative 
majority. 
Democrats also noted it was a GOP 
court decision that allowed Rhodes to 
run for a third term in 1974 after he had 
served two previous terms from 1963- 
1971. It said the twoterm limitation on 
governors applied to consecutive, 
terms, and that Rhodes, having been 
out of office four years, was eligible to 
run again. 


Fortunately, most of the issues 
which come before the Supreme Court 
are decided outside the realm of 
politics and some deal with the legal 
profession as well as the law. 
In 1977, the tribunal used its rule- 
making powers to affect the bar in two 
ways. 
In September, it changed a rule 
which had banned laymen from sitting 
on local bar association grievance 
committees. 
The move was designed to alleviate 


concerns that lawyers’ ethics were 
subject to scrutiny wily by each other. 
In a speech before the Cleveland Bar 
Association, first to impelment the 
policy, O’Neill called it “long over­ 
due.” He added that “it will go a long 
way toward eliminating charges that 
grievance committees are nothing 
more than back-scratching com­ 
mittees of lawyers taking care of 
lawyers. 


In November, following the lead of 
the U.S. court in an Arizona case, 
Ohio’s court ruled that attorneys could 
advertise their services in the 
broadcast and print media for the first 
time. The new rule, however, prohibits

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Electrically Lighted Tree 
Dates From Christmas, 1882 


MENLO PARK, N.J. (AP) - On 
New Year’s Eve. 1879, 3,000 people 
flooded into this little town of Menlo 
Park. N.J., to see Thomas Alva Edison 
demonstrate, for the first time in 
public, the light bulb he had invented 
on Oct. 21 of that year. 
His laboratory, the streets of Menlo 
Park, and some of its houses were 
illuminated by electric lights. 
This demonstration was followed 
just three years later, in 1882, when the 
world’s first electrically lighted 
Christmas tree was decorated. The 
event took place in the home of 
Edward Johnson, a colleague of 
Edison who became a vice president of 
the newly formed Edison Electric 
( ompany, according to Phillip Snyder, 
author of “The Christmas Tree Book.” 
Johnson lived in the first square mile 
of New York City, or any city in the 
world, to have electricity. Tile event 
was not reported in the New York 
papers of the day but it was seen and 
recorded by a young reporter named 
( roffut for the Detroit Post and 
Tribune. 
The story he posted began: “Last 
evening I walked over beyond Fifth 
Avenue and called at the residence of 
Edward H. Johnson, vice president of 
Edison’s electric company. There at 
the rear of the beautiful parlors, was a 
large Christmas tree representing a 
most picturesque and uncanny aspect. 
It was brilliantly lighted with many 
colored globes about as large as an 
English walnut and was turning some 
six times a minute on a little pine box. 
“There were 80 lights in all encased 
in these dainty glass eggs, and about 
equally divided between white, red and 
blue. As the tree turned, the colors 
alternated, all the lamps going out and 
being relit at every revolution. The 
rest was a continuous twinkling of

dancing colors, red, white, blue, white, 
red. blue — all evening. It was a 
superb exhibition.” 
Immediately, the novel idea of 
electrically lighting the Christmas tree 
became popular. Christmas tree 
parties to show off the electrically 
lighted tree became exciting social 
events for children of the society set 
during the first years of electricty. 
From this small beginning, with 
their use largely in the homes of the 
wealthy.

above freezing for more than one 
month. 
Between Jan. IO and Feb. 9, Ohio 
cities set 44 record lows. Dayton and 
Cincinnati recorded their lowest 
temperatures ever.

By TOM GARDNER 
Associated Press Writer 
The nation watched as Ohio 
struggled to survive the first seven 
weeks of 1977. 
While much of the northeastern 
United States slowed in record low 
temperatures and record high snow, 
the weather which gripped Ohio left its 
impact on every person in the state. 
To the north, Lake Erie was frozen 
from Ohio to Canada. To the south, the 
Ohio River froze for the first time since 
1963. 
In between, all but a handful of 
school children stayed home because 
there wasn’t enough fuel to heat their 
schools. More than one million 
workers were jobless because the fires 
of industry were banked. Scores of 
people died shoveling snow or when 
their cars skidded on icy highways. 
Ten froze to death. 
It all began last Christmas. 
After a period of relatively mild 
weather, temperatures began falling 
Christmas afternoon. By the next day, 
they were below freezing. Few 
Ohioans were to see temperatures

weather. A Mansfield man froze to 
death in his home. 
More records fell Jan. 16 and 17. On 
Jan. 17, a man was found frozen to 
death in an Akron yard. 
The winter reached its lowest depths 
on the last weekend in January. 
On Thursday, Jan. 27, a grayvisaged 
Gov. James A. Rhodes addressed 
newsmen: 
“Announcements this afternoon by 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., Cincinnati 
Gas A Electric Co., the Dayton Power 
and Light Co. and the West Ohio Gas 
Company that they have requested the 
virtual shutdown of gas service to 
industries and large commerical 
customers including some schools ... 
has created a drastic new situation ... 
These announcements are coupled 
with severe weather warning forecasts 
... Temperatures in Ohio for the next 
several days are expected to reach 
well below zero.” 
The governor’s official proclamation 
of an energy crisis could not have been 
more prophetic. 
The next day, a howling blizzard 
paralyzed Ohio. State workers were 
sent home and Rhodes urged all 
businesses to shut down. 
Winds hit 60 mph in parts of Ohio 
with heavy snows and temperatures 
far below zero. Five men froze to death 
in their stranded car near Fostoria. A 
woman died trying to walk three miles 
to her home in Milan. A Pataskala 
woman apparently walked into the 
cold in her sleep. Her body was found 
outside her home. 
Subzero temperatures the last day of 
January took the life of a Steubenville 
man who froze to death in his home. 
Temperature records fell into mid- 
February. The weather pattern one 
weather service official described as 
“more intense than anything we’ve 
seen — perhaps unprecedented” did 
not relax its grip until the third week in 
February, when temperatures finally 
eased into the 40s. 
By early March, the weather had 
done a turnabout and temperatures 
climbed to record highs. In all, there 
were 22 record highs in March and no 
new lows. 
In early March, Marvin Miller made 
a cautious prediction. The Cleveland 
meteorologist said temperatures tend 
to average out over a calendar year. 
To compensate for the winter, the 
summer would be warmer, he said. 
And more warmth meant more sun­ 
shine and fewer summer storms. 


Ohio spent a relatively quiet season. 
There were scattered wind storms and 
tornadoes in March, April and May. A 
March storm took the life of a Putnam 
County man who was impaled when 
tree limbs crashed through his car’s 
windshield. In April, lightning killed a 
Lake Erie fisherman in Huron County. 
June 30 reminded Ohioans they are 
in tornado alley. In a five-hour period 
that evening, Ohio was hit by a dozen 
tornadoes, heavy thunderstorms, 
lightning and strong winds. Twisters 
raked across the northern part of the 
state, causing millions of dollars in 
damage. Many of the touchdowns were 
in rural areas, but one tornado hit 
residential sections and the business 
areas. 
A July rainstorm claimed the life of 
a woman who was washed away from 
her stalled car south of Canton. The 
following month, two men were killed 
by lightning in storms in Tuscarawas 
and Lucas counties. An August 
thunderstorm pelted Clermont and 
Brown counties with golf ball-sized 
hail, causing damage to crops 
estimated at $1 million. 
The state’s final bout of the year with 
summer storms came Oct. I when 
tornadoes and heavy thunderstorms 
struck southwestern and northwestern 
Ohio, two of them in Cincinnati. 
Late autumn brought a few record 
lows to Ohio and two major 
snowstorms hit northern and central 
Ohio during early December, followed 
by moderating temperatures. 
Meteorologists are unanimous in 
their agreement that this winter will 
not be a repeat of last. They predict 
temperatures slightly below normal 


and more precipitation than usual, but 
nothing like the first weeks of 1977.

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Schools Faced Financial Crisis 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
schools in 1977 faced the most severe 
financial crisis in the history of the 
state. 
Troubles had been forecast by many 
school 
superintendents. 
They 
materialized at the beginning of the 
school year when the 1,492-pupil Scioto 
Valley I>ocal district was forced to 
delay opening until voters passed a 
school levy Sept. 6. 
As the weeks passed districts large 
and small buckled under the weight of 
bills they couldn’t pay. Fourteen 
others were forced to close, including 
the fourth largest district in the state 
— the 54,000-pupil Toledo city district. 
The state’s largest system, the 
112,000-pupil 
Cleveland 
district, 
became entangled in conflicting court 
orders as it struggled to stay open with 
a depleted bank account. A last minute 
temporary change in the state law 
gave access to more money by 
allowing the district to borrow for 1977 
operations against potential 1978 
revenues. 
Voters in seven of the closed districts 
enabled classes to reopen before the 
year ended by passing levies. 
In Monroeville Local district voters 
passed a levy Oct. 13 after a week-long 
closing. In Southern Local in Meigs 
County classes were dismissed from 
Oct. 7 to Oct. 25 when a levy passed. 
The Toledo and Nelsonville-York 
districts closed Oct. 28 but reopened 
after levies were approved Nov. 8. 
On Dec. 14, voters in the West 
Muskingum Local, Blanchester Local 
and Fairlawn districts passed levies 
and reopened schools that had been 
shut down since Nov. 3, Nov. 23, and 
Dec. I, respectively. 
With only four days of classes left for 
1977, the 4,700-pupil Medina school 
system, faced with a $500,000 deficit, 
and decided to close until January. 


Nearly 50 school districts had asked 
the state auditor to review their books 
because they were afraid funds would 
run out before 1977 ended. 
Meanwhile, the roof began to 
crumble on the state’s funding method 
for education. After a year-long trial, a 
judge in Cincinnati ruled Dec. 5 that 
the state funding formula was un­ 
constitutional. 
Clinton County Common Pleas 
Judge Paul E. Riley, sitting in 
Hamilton County, gave the Ohio 
legislature until July I, 1978, to come 
up with a new funding plan. 
The lawsuit which led to the decision 
was filed by the Cincinnati Board of 
Education which argued that the Ohio 
funding formula discriminates against 
urban districts. The judge agreed with 
the Cincinnati board that the funding 
system causes a wide disparity in the 
amount of money districts spend on 
each student. 
He said the system, which grants 
districts more money if they pass 
additional levies, violated the Ohio 
Constitution and denied the state’s 2 
million 
school 
children 
equal 
protection under the law. 


The state Board of Education 
quickly called for appeal of the ruling 
partly to buy time for review of the 
state’s funding system. 


“I think that in light of the fact that 
we have had 14 school districts closed 
in Ohio this fall because of financing, 
the urgency to look at the equal yield 
program is of the utmost importance,” 
state Superintendent of 
Public 
Instruction Franklin B. Walter said. “I 
believe adjustments can be made in it 
by the General Assembly to meet the 
needs of districts to maintain 
educational progress.”

According to Ohio’s equal yield 
formula, each district is guaranteed 
$960 annually to spend for education of 
each child. Theoretically, if a district 
levies at least 20 mills in local property 
taxes and does not receive $960 per 
pupil through that taxation, the state 
makes up the difference. Districts 
which don’t levy at least 20 mills don’t 
qualify for state aid. 
The problem is that the state does 
not have enough money to fully fund- 
the formula, Roger Lulow, Ohio 
Department of Education executive 
director for adminstration, said. 


The state is providing only 46 per­ 
cent of the amount guaranteed by the 
formula. 


“The equal yield formula has the 
potential of providing the fair and 
equitable funding of schools,” Lulow 
said. 
But other state officials weren’t so 
sure. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes is on record 
as opposing the equal yield formula. 
It’s “a reward for higher taxes,” he 
said, adding “it’s going to take a 
constitutional amendment to let the 
legislature help the poor school 
districts.” 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., 
D-New Boston, and Senate Majority 
Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-Akron, both 
have said they will start hearings at 


the beginning of the year on a plan 
proposed by Rep. John Johnson, D- 
Orrville, which calls for sweeping 
changes in the finance system to take 
emphasis away from property taxes 
and put it on income taxes. 
Meanwhile, committees have been 
appointed to study the financing mess 
and 
consultants 
are 
offering 
suggestions. 
At Rhodes’ request, a privately 
funded Council for Cost Control is 
conducting an independent analysis of 
Ohio education problems. 
The state school superintendent 
appointed a study committee on school 
funding last April which is scheduled 
to make a report in January. 
Frederick D. Stocker, professor of 
economics and business at Ohio State 
University, said Ohio must revamp its 


whole school financing structure. He 
said “peculiar features” of the state 
constitution and law are the root of the 
problem. 
The foremost problem of financially 
troubled districts is an inadequate tax 
base, said Dr. Bruce Gensemer, 
chairman of the economics depart­ 
ment at Kenyon College, who is con­ 
sidered an expert in government 
financing. A major problem facing the 
legislature is the relationship of local 
and state funding, he added. 
As the new year begins all Ohio 
schools will be on at least temporary 
solid footing. New tax revenues 
become available with the new year 
and those schools that were closed will 
reopen. 
But it remains to be seen what the 
fall of 1978 will bring.

Killer Winds 
Turn To Rain 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Hurricane- 
force winds that spawned two days of 
destruction throughout California 
subsided and light rain began to turn 
the dust-covered debris into muddy 
wreckage today. 
At least nine people died in accidents 
and fires caused by the wind storm 
Tuesday and Wednesday, authorities 
said. 
The storm caused widespread crop 
damage, with damage to Southern 
California’s avocado crop alone 
estimated at $5 million to $10 million, 
the California Avocado Advisory 
Council said. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. declared 
a state of emergency in the tiny San 
Joaquin Valley farming community of 
Arvin and in Humboldt County in 
Northern California.

ELWOOD, Ind. (AP) — A violence- 
punctuated, 8-month strike, one of 
Indiana’s longest and most bitter in 
years, has ended with United Auto 
Workers ratifying a three-year con­ 
tract with Essex International’s 
Elwood plant. 
Strikers voted 7044 Wednesday to 
accept virtually the same 61-cent 
hourly wage increase offered by the 
company when the walkout began 
April 6, but distributed differently over 
the life of the contract. 
It was the sixth time strikers voted 
on a proposed contract. 
Essex negotiator Frank L. Gallucci 
said the agreement, effective with 
ratification, calls for a 44-cent raise 
the first year, nine cents the second 
year and eight cents the third. The 
base wage under the old contract was 
$2.76 an hour. 


are the result of good yields for the 1976 
crop which is mostly sold in 1977 and 
fairly high grain prices early in the 
year. “Com prices were relatively 
decent, provided fanners sold com 
before late summer and soybean 
prices were the best ever,” he said.

August, while soybeans hit $9 per 
bushel in the spring. 
Even though the bottom fell out of 
the com and wheat markets, every 
major Ohio farm production sector 
was strong in 1977, except for cattle. 
Dairymen and hog farmers seemed to 
do best — cattlemen worst. And, 
although farmers lost money on their 
wheat crops, it is at best a secondary 
crop in Ohio. Com, far more im­ 
portant, recovered to better than $2 
per bushel. 
Low grain prices are much on the 
mind of the Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation’s C. William Swank. But he 
singled out the federal farm bill ap­ 
proved in 1977 to illustrate what he 
sees as a U.S. 
Department of 
Agriculture shift toward consumers — 
a trend about which many farm 
organizations are concerned. 
“The farm bill passed this year 
started off with the word ‘food’ for tile 
first time in history,” Swank said. 
“Carol Foreman (USDA assistant 
secretary and a strong consumer 
advocate) is for the first time telling 
people what they should eat and in 
what quantities they should eat it.” 
This was also the year when 
property tax adjustments, designed to 
tax farm land on agricultural use 
rather than market value, had 
widespread impact. Swank, whose 
organization strongly supported the 
tax law changes, said farmers 
probably saved $6 per acre in property 
taxes. 
Swank said a significant change 


from previous years is the leveling off 
of land values in rural areas. "They 
may have even decreased a little,” he 
said. 
In the General Assembly, attention 
was riveted on bills concerning state 
employee bargaining and education. 
But, several important agricultural- 
related bills are pending in the 
legislature at year-end. 
Most important is H.B. 513, which 
seeks to curb stream pollution by 
limiting the amount of sediment and 
other agricultural run-off 
into 
streams. 
The bill divided farmers in the state. 
An attempt to headoff expected federal 
controls, H.B. 513 was drafted by a 
technical advisory board composed in 
part of farmers. 
Ohio agriculture Director John 
Stackhouse, 
perhaps 
its 
most 
vehement opponent, says the bill 
would eventually lead to government 
control of farm land. The bill was is in 
the Senate in mid-December after 
having 
enforcement 
provisions 
removed in the House. 
A bill regulating bargaining between 
growers and food processors ran into 
stiff opposition in the General 
Assembly from large food processors 
and labor groups. 
Key provisions of this bill, making it 
unlawful for a processor to attempt to 
destroy a producer group, have been 
deleted. In the words of one farm 
lobbyist, “The bill, as it stands now, 
simply requires processors to bargain 
with an organization of producers. I 
think we’ll get back some assurance 
that the processors won’t be able to act 
to destroy the organization of 
producers.” 
Looking ahead, it appears 1978 will 
closely match 1977 for most of 
agriculture. Grain farmers will 
probably plant a little less com and a 
little more soybeans. 
Cattlemen, who have suffered 
through three bad years, are expected 


to make some money since a large 
over-production has worked itself out 
of the system. 
Dairymen will probably have a third 
straight year of good income, despite 
over-production of milk brought on, in 
part, by high federal subsidies. 
Hog farmers should continue 
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making excellent profits untti late in 
the year when economists are 
predicting production increases large 
enough to reduce profits to about 
breakeven levels. 
Ohio farm economists don’t look for 
farm production costs to increase 
dramatically. 
Fertilizer prices, which declined due 
to increased production in 1977, are 
expected to increase by up to 5 per- 
cent- 
u i. o 
Pesticides also declined about 8 
percent because of a 20 percent in­ 
crease in production. These prices are 
expected to increase by up to 3 per- 


Fuel prices, which increased most in 
1977, are expected to increase 8-10 
percent (for gasoline). Despite spot 
shortages in 1977, the supply situation 
appears good. 
Due to transport and labor charges 
after the food leaves the farm, con­ 
sumer prices are more difficult to 
predict. For the first time, in 1977 
consumers paid more for labor than 
for other costs of producing food.

Cost O f Marketbasket Up $4 In 1977

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — In a year 
when the same basket of groceries 
increased an average of more than $4, 
at least eight items you are likely to 
pick up in a supermarket recorded 
lower prices. 
Averaging prices reported monthly 
on 16 standard iterfis in the Ohio 
Associated 
Press,' Marketbasket 
survey during the p&t year shows the 
16 items surveyed cost $23.07 through 
1977. That is up $4.09 from the average 
cost of $18.98 a year ago. Over the 
same period the average price of a 
three-pound can of coffee rose $4.12 — 
more than the average increase 
among all 16 reporting cities over a 12- 
month period. 
Hamburger, chuck roast and whole 
frying chicken, all checked on a per 


pound basis, had an average lower cost 
during 1977 than in 1976. Hamburger 
declined almost (me cent, chuck roast 
by 3 cents and whole frying chicken 
was off a cent. 
Other items costing less this year 
than last include one dozen grade A 
medium sized eggs, five pounds of 
granulated sugar, IO pounds of white 
potatoes, and a 14Mj-ounce pack of 
chocolate chip cookies. 
Center cut pork chops by the pound 
increased an average of IO cents, from 
$1J63 during 1976 to $1.73 this year. Cost 
of a half gallon of whole milk, store 
brand, rose an average of three cents, 
from 75 to 78 cents, and stick 
margarine by the pound rose just over 
2 cents, from 54.9 to 57 cents. 
Peanut butter, the diet staple in 
many households, rose 5.4 cents over 
the year. Average cost of a 12-ounce 


jar of peanut butter during 1976 was 
68.6 cents compared to 74 cents in 1977. 
The dozen medium white eggs 
declined 5.4 cents over the year from 
75.4 cents to 70 cents, and five pounds 
of sugar dropped from an average of 
$1.15 to an even $1. 
Cost of a 10-pound sack of white 
potatoes swung more widely during 
1977 than the previous year-but at the 
end was down 5 cents, from $1.46 to 
$1.41. The cost spread on potatoes in 
1976 was 81 cents compared to 94 cents 
in 1977. 
Average cost of a three-pound tin of 
name-brand coffee among reporting 
cities was $5.23 during 1976, compared 
to $9.35 during 1974. Average cost on 
coffee peaked at $10.64 last June. 
The 49-ounce box of name-brand 
detergent increased by 6.5 cents on 
average over the year and the 14^ 


ounce pack of chocolate chip cookies 
dropped about one-half cent to 97 
cents. 
A 12-ounce container of frozen 
orange juice recorded an almost 
consistent month-by-month increase 
during the year, rising from 66 cents in 
January, to 75 cents in June, dipping 5 
cents in July, then resuming the climb 
and ending the year at 85 cents. 
Fresh tomatoes by the pound and 
lettuce by the head were added to the 
shopping list in March, replacing toilet 
tissue and store-brand bread. For the 
IO months recorded, tomatoes rose 
from 65 cents in March to 84 cents in 
April, began a typical summer price 
drop, then started climbing in October 
and ended the year at 79 cents. 
Lettuce by the head ranged from 44 
to 53 cents for most of the year, but 
ended the year on a high note at 67 


cents in December. Average for the 
year on tomatoes was 65 cents a pound 
and for lettuce, 52 cents a head. 
Massillon and Canton were locked in 
a year-long competition to have the 
lowest average prices for shopping list 
items. Average for the 12 months was 
$19.82 at Massillon and $19.59 at 
Canton. Toledo ranked third in total 
cost of the shopping list with a 12- 
month average of $21.42.

Not since the days when coal trucks 
lumbered through the streets and 
groggy husbands staggered out of bed 
and down the basement stairs to scoop 
still another shovel full into the big 
black furnace have Ohioans thought so 
much about staying warm as they did 
last winter. 
It was cold last winter — but not just 
cold. It was the coldest winter ever, at 
least going back to 1878 when records 


first were kept. 
—The thermometer fell below zero 
on Dec. 2 in Cleveland, the earliest 
ever for subzero temperatures there; 
during the three winter months, 
temperatures stayed below zero for 28 
days — double the old record; the 
average Cleveland temperature was ll 
degrees last January, the first time in 
any month ever that the mercury 
failed to rise above freezing. 
—In Cincinnati, the average tem­ 
perature for January was 12 degrees, 


19.1 degrees below normal; January 
snowfall was 30.3 inches, surpassing 
the record for any month.

February 1914. 


—Low temperature records, like 
icicles dropping from eaves, shattered 
nearly every day across the state in 
January.

Construction Delays 
Cost State $500,000 


AKRON, Ohio (A P) — The projected 
cost of construction delays for a 
gymnasium annex at Kent State 
University stemming from protests at 
the building site are approaching 
8500,000. 
Two primary contractors of the 
project recently submitted additional 
bills for about $175,000 in connection 
with protestrelated delays, boosting 
the projected total extra charges to 
$499,662. 
General contractor Bucky Arnes 
Inc. submitted an additional bill for 
$119,430 and Keller Electric asked for 
another $55,132 in connection with 
delays caused by an encampment of 
protesters seeking to prevent the 
project from being built. 
The protesters contended the project 
would “ desecrate” what to them has 
become a sacred spot. The annex is 
being built near the place where four 
students were fatally shot and nine 
others were wounded on May 4, 1970 
during an antiwar protest. 
Yet to be submitted are bills from a 
university lawyer for his two months of 
legal work in connection with the 
demonstrations last summer. 
The state architects office is 
negotiating the exact costs. 
Other protest-related costs were

when 51 percent more workers filed for 
benefits than in 1976, Ohio State 
University researchers said.

The supply problems, combined with 
record low temperatures predicted for 
the weekend of Jan. 27, forced Gov. 
James A. Rhodes to declare a crisis: 
“ Announcements this afternoon 
(Jan. 27) by Columbia Gas of Ohio, 
Inc., Cincinnati Gas & Electric Co., the 
Dayton Power and Light Co. and the 
West Ohio Gas Company that they 
have requested the virtual shutdown of 
gas service to industries and large 
commerical customers including some 
schools ... has created a drastic new 
situation ... ,” Rhodes said. 
“ These announcements are coupled 
with severe weather warning forecasts 
... Temperatures in Ohio for the next 
several days are expected to reach 
well below zero. Some forecasters 
have said this could be one of the 
coldest weekends in Ohio’s history.” 
The weather wasn’t far from 
moderating, but the coldsnap and gas 
shortage already had taken their toll 
and would be felt well into March. 
Some estimates show Ohioans spent 
$1 billion more last winter to heat their 
homes than they had the winter before 
— a milder than normal season.

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Kent State Gym Annex Revives Memories 


KENT, Ohio (A P) — The protest 
sparked by the construction of a 
gymnasium annex at Kent State 
University revived the memories of 
the 1970 antiwar demonstrations at the 
campus — but without a repetition of 
major violence. 
Despite mass arrests, rallies and the 
presence of police on the Kent campus 
much of 1977, the disruption did not 
result in tragedy as it did on May 4, 
1970 when four students were killed 
during an antiwar protest by Ohio 


National Guardsmen. 
The 1977 protest began when 
university trustees decided a $6 million 
gym annex should be built near the site 
of the 1970 shootings. Although the 
annex doesn’t infringe on the actual 
shooting site itself, demonstrators felt 
the construction was an affront to the 
memory of 1970. 
Last May a group calling itself the 
May 4th Coalition set up tents on the 
Blanket H ill site to block construction 
of the gym which the group said would 


“ desecrate” the site. After repeated 
calls to clear the area were rejected, 
about 200 persons were dragged from 
the hill and arrested for trespassing. 
Those arrested included the parents of 
two students killed at Kent in 1970. 
Throughout the arrests demon­ 
strators kept chanting, “ we are 
nonviolent.” As for the police, they 
wore riot gear but they carried no guns 
on order not to provoke violence. 
After the initial arrests, most of the 
action shifted to the courts. Lawyers 


for the May 4th Coalition asked for 
delays in construction on the grounds 
that the federal government was 
considering the site as a possible 
national historical landmark. The 
university argued that it had acted 
legally in the matter and that further 
delays would make the gym con­ 
struction project more expensive. 
Although the coalition received 
numerous temporary delays, its 
request was eventually rejected by a

and cameras in his cabinet room, so 
crowded that Transportation Director 
Richard D. Jackson and other officials 
couldn’t get in, the 68-year-old, third- 
term governor called it “the most 
exciting time” of his ll years as chief 
executive. 
It was a big plum for Rhodes, who 
says he hunts new industry for the 
state in almost all his waking hours, 
and he obviously saw it as a definite 
advantage in his unannounced but 
almost certain bid for re-election. So 
much so, that he could be generous. 
The governor heaped praise on a 
pair of his old Democratic adversaries 
in the legislature, sitting nearby, and 
insisted that everyone in the room 
deserved shares of the credit for 
bringing the Ford plant, and its 3,500 
new jobs into Ohio. 
He even singled out the news med­ 
ia for its coverage* of legislative 
deliberations on House B ill No. 828, 
now a law that gives new and ex­ 
panding industries a more than 50 per 
cent cut in the property taxes they pay 
on machinery, tools, and equipment. 


In the case of Ford’s new plane near 
Batavia in Clermont County, 30 miles 
east of Cincinnati, it will mean a 
savings of about $2 million a year in 
taxes it otherwise would have paid. 


William O. Bourke, executive vice 
president of Ford’s North American 
Operations, said the tax break, among 
other considerable enticements. 
Rhodes and the legislature put 
together, convinced the company to 
pick Ohio over Michigan, the next best 
contender. 
But Bourke said it was House B ill 828 
that “tipped the scales” in Ohio’s 
favor. All the other states seeking the 
new plant had offered inducements 
similar to the $5.3 million worth of land 
and near-by improvements Ohio 
provided; Bourke said. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Rifle Jr., 
D-New Boston, and Senate Majority 
Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-Akron, both 
of whom are considering a bid for 
governor next year, flanked Rhodes 
and heard themselves praised for 
“ great leadership” in the passage of 
the legislation. 
Riffe was the ramrod for 828, while 
Ocasek went along with the bill only 
after Senate amendments that made— 
rather than local governments—the 
state absorb the still undetermined 
costs of future tax relief for industries. 
The speaker, called upon for com­ 
ments by Rhodes, said the legislation 
puts Ohio out front among all states in 
the nation as “the No. I state” for 
industry. 


Ocasek, taking his turn among 
speakers, said he went along with the 
legislation at the urging of Rhodes 
“ who called me every day” and at the 
insistence of Riffe, whose Scioto 
County area in southern Ohio is among 
the highest unemployment regions of 
the state. 
But it was Rhodes’ day, and he knew 
it- 
Just three days earlier, at another 
news conference, the governor for the 
umpteenth time ducked questions 
about his reelection plans. Prodded 
further, he barked “ I don’t have any 
political problems.” 


appellate court panel and by two U.S.

Their reasoning was basically the 
same: the federal courts had no 
jurisdiction over the matter because 
the gym was on state property. 
On Sept. 24, about 2,000 demon­ 
strators tore down a fence around the 
gym site and briefly reoccupied the 
site. 


The gym foundation has now been 
built and the rest of the gym will be 
built when the weather gets warmer.

ANTENNAS AND THE 
APARTMENT RENTER 
Many questions have been raised by 
the apartment renter, the mobile home 
space leaser and those who lease 
houses as to exactly what their rights 
are concerning erection of antennas to 
be used in conjunction with two-way 
radio conununications equipment. 
The federal law states that when a 
radio-hobbyist is licensed that he may 
put up an antenna with a height up to 60 
feet (if a CB’er) and 200 feet (if a 
licensed “ham” radio operator.) The 
FCC, in a recent public notice, stated 
that 
some 
local 
or 
state 
laws 
regulating the radio hobby may be 
invalid if in conflict with the Federal 
Communications Commission Act. 
Any radio licensee that felt victimized 
by improper local laws could raise 
“federal preemption” in their own 
behalf. The FCC said no local or state 
ordinances can be enacted that conflict 
with existing federal law. 
The 
Personal 
Communications 
Foundation, a non-profit Los Angeles 
based organization of attorneys that 
are also radio hobbyists, has been 
receiving many inquiries about the 
seemingly different manner in which 
local governments (through their 
zoning laws) and landlords (through 
lease restrictions) view the antenna 
dilemma. 
In a recent opinion sent out by the 
foundation, it was pointed out that it is 
safe to say that in no state is a landlord 
required to allow a tenant to erect and 
maintain an antenna. That is true even 
though pennission has been given to 
other tenants in the same building to 
erect and maintain such antennas. 
Remember that we are talking about 
the relationship between a landlord 
and a tenant. Although your city or 
town may have zoning ordinances and 
building codes which do not restrict the 
erection of antennas, (and it is per­ 
fectly legal for local governments to 
have ordinances which are different 
from the guidelines given by the 
federal government), a landlord has 
the right to do what he wishes with his 
property. Of course, there are certain 
exceptions. For instance, a landlord 
may not allow a health hazard on his 
property. When it comes to antennas, a 
landlord can allow them or not at his 
option. 
If you are moving into an apartment 
or a trailer park and wish to erect an 
antenna, you should secure the per­ 
mission of the landlord prior to moving 
in or to signing a lease. If permission is 
received it is very important that it be 
in writing. During the term of the 
written lease, the landlord cannot 
revoke the permission given. If the 
permission appears as a clause in the 
lease document, then permission 
cannot be revoked even if the property 
is sold to a new owner. However, once 
the lease expires, the landlord may 
order you to remove the antenna or to 
move. 
If you do not have a lease, most 
states declare that you are a month to 
month tenant. In such event, even 
written permission can be revoked at 
the end of the month. You can see it is 
your best interest to have a lease in 
such situations. 


One possible way to protect your 
antenna is to include a clause in the 
lease giving you a right (an option) to 
renew the lease subject to the same 
terms and conditions. The landlord 
will 
probably 
insist 
on 
a 
rent 
escalation clause if he gives you an 
option, but that is fine, as your object is 
to protect your antenna. If you didn't 
have the 
lease, 
the 
rent 
would 
probably be raised anyway. Don’t be 
too optimistic about getting an option 
to renew, however. In the current real 
estate market, few landlords are 
willing to give options in residential 
property situations. 


If a landlord is initially against 
giving you permission to erect an 
antenna, perhaps you can change his 
mind by offering to pay some increase 
in the established rent. Of course, you 
can always use an “invisible", hidden 
or inside antenna. (There is even a CB 
antenna that looks like a pole lamp!) 
Many articles have been written about 
inconspicuous antenna installations 
for the cliff-dweller. Even if the an­ 
tenna is “invisible”, if the landlord 
finds out about it and objects to it, he 
can order you to remove it or to move. 


The non-propertied personal com­ 
municator is at a distinct disad- 
* vantage. The most important thing to 
remember is that if you can secure 
permission from your landlord to erect 
an antenna, make sure you get the 
provision in writing as a clause to your 
lease. You are better off with a written 
lease for as long a term as possible. 
Since many television sets are 
susceptible to interception of un­ 
wanted radio signals due to poor 
selectivity (which is not the fault or 
responsibility of the radio operator) be 
certain that the lease provision does 
not contain some statement to the 
effect that the antenna is allowed 
providing no interference is incurred. 
Sooner or later you are bound to have a 
TVI report and even though not your 
fault, the antenna provision could be 
cancelled.

As a tenant you don’t have very 
many rights with respect to erecting 
and maintaining an antenna. If you are 
lucky enough to have an understanding 
landlord, remember that proper public 
relations with your neighbors is the 
best way to avoid having your per­ 
mission to maintain an antenna 
revoked when the time comes to 
renegotiate your lease. Your land­ 
lord’s major concern is not your 
hobby, but rather the happiness and 
well-being of all the tenants. Because 
of the close proximity of neighbors, the 
apartment dweller is prone to TVI- 
RFI. If you have this problem and 
operate in total disregard of your 
neighbor’s viewing habits, you may 
wind up moving sooner than you think.
